hath created, without any meaning, as the Apoſtle hath faid 


ot a tingling braſs and ſounding cymbal al, leparate from the 
uſe to which they are applied? And to thoſe fame ſounds 
meu find themfelves poſſeſſed of 2 power of adapting what 
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words and meaſures they pleaſe; and ſo the ſong is finiſhed 

with its air or tune; even as the natural ſounds of the alpha- 
bet are capable of being combined into words expreſſive o 
the moſt horrible blaſphemy, which is really the caſe in a 
profane ſongs; or, they may combined into words, beauti- 
fully expreſtve of the moſt holy and rapturous devotion ; which 
may be the caſe in all ſpiritual ſongs. 

This maxim can never ceaſe to hold good, namely, That 
the former abuſe of a thing can never profane the right fe 
thereof; elſe the whole language of the New Teſtament mult 
have been profaned, and readered unlawful to be uſed by vs, 
but eſpecially by the firſt Chriſtians, becauſe they could 10 
but remember, how, before they believed, they themſelves h.. 
abuſed that tongue, even the Greek, wherein the New Teſ.:- 


ment was written, by employing it in all their abominabbe 


idolatrous ſongs to devils, and inutterable blaſphemies. But 
thanks be to Him who hath waſhed his Church from their #1: 
in his own blood, and ſanctified and perfected in himſelf for 
ever both them and al” their ways of peace and praiſe ! Thc 
former things are paſt and gone!

to be ſure! for the Decent and Solemn of thinps, wouldei!

praiſe and ſerve him with their work, unleſs they would be⸗ 
come ſuch mockers as thou | 

But, avant, thou adverſary ! ſuch perſons as thon bare 2 
part or lot in this matter of praiſe and joy. The verieſt child 
in the kingdom of heaven may perceive, that thou art in . 
gal] of bitterneſs and in the bond of iniquity. God have mer- 
cy upon thy ſol! if fo be the thoughts of thine heart may ve 
forgiven thee. With thee [ have. done !—But oh! let not 
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the faint forget to conſider the expediency, hay, indeed, ab- 

ſolute neceſſity of the ſame devout hply temper of mind to- 
wards God, in all manner of work, amuſement, and conver- 
jation, without exception of one moment, toroughout the 
whole number of hours, days, weeks, months, years of one's 
if, upon any occaſion or pretence whatſoever, preciſely, as 
in thoſe which are commonly called the immediate acts of 
worſhip, or ſometimes, with a very bad efteR, as it were by 
way of eminence and particular determination, che duties of 


religion, as prayer, Sabbath-day exerciſes, and the like; 


particularly the Lord's ſupper, which is very frequently ſtyled 
the moſt ſolemn and holy duty, act and profeſſion of all Chri- 
ſtiagity, and that upon a compariſon of it with all other du- 
ties, acts, profeſſions ; and then, in preference to al! other ap- 
r to God, which are equally by the blood aud Spirit of 


he ſame Lord, it is called the neareſt approach to God on this 
0 de of eternity; and if you die, ſay they, betore another oc- 
caſion of this kind upon earth, you mult not expect ſuch ano- 


ther banquet till you go to heaven; as if the communion were 
fixed to the bodily acts of eating bread and drinking wine, 
or even to the ſpiritual graces exerciſed at that inſtant of time 
er 1car it; as if the belivver, who is the only communicant, 
not all along, without intermiſſion, feed equally upon his 
Lad, and have the very lame communion in the Holy Ghoſt, 
when not eating, as when eating; even as the ſtrength and 
refreſhment we receive from our natural food, are not more 
confined to the act of eating our meals, than to the intervals 
between : and is it not mainly for the intervais between that 
ve eat at all, that we may glorify our heavenly Father, not 
oel in eating ard drinking, but in whatſoever we do. 
und is it for men, O fools and flow of heart to believe, to 


weich the laws and Spirit of God in their balances ? to parcel 


out with a bold hand what gegree of holineſs, ſolemnity, de- 
votion, is due to particular times and things? Abſolute Po- 
zery! Go to Rome, thou papiſt, there thou wilt find hours, 
and days, and years, canonical and holy, all according to 
17 own heart; holy Places 1 ! holy bones! holy oil ! holy wa- 
cr | holy garments ! holy charms ! and holy nothings ! "Nay, 


l. holineſs himſelf, where Satan hath bis ſeat, reigning upon 


Satan's throne, and giving ont that he himſelf is God! go 
no 
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into thy own heart, and there, even there, thou wilt find 4 
ſuch ridiculons dreams as thoſe at Rome, O vain mas 
who art itil] of opinion, that there are ſeaſons and occatiuns 
wherein it would be profane to rejoice in a ipiriteal ſong, au 


therewith to praiſe God; as for example, at one's Work in 


the field, or by the way. 

But leſt any perſon think he hath here found an occaſion 
to go away prating againſt the truth, as if it had been in- 
ſinuated, that the Lord's day, and the Lord's ſupper were 
not holy, and to be kept holy; God forbid all ſuch inſin ua. 
tions ! holy let them be allowed; and holy ler them be Kept 
according to all the appointment of the Lord of both; 
let cvery thing elſe of his appoiment be holy alſo, and 10 ˖ 
holy, according to the manner: for he is one, and his way 
one. The Lord faid d, Remember the Sabbath-day to kecp 
it holy After what manner? The manner of the Lord him. 
ſelf, who reſted on the ſeventh day, and hallowed it. Six 

days ſhalt thou labour After what manner? After the man- 
ner of the Lord himſelf, who in ſix days made heaven ard 
earth, with all the works in them. Was not the Lord as ho- 
ly in the fix days work as in the feventh day's reft ? Was not 
the Lord Chriſt, by whom all things were made, as hol) all 
the time he was 1affering for his people, and bearing their 
fins, and finiſhing tne work which the Father gave him to do, 


from his conception to his death; as holy, I ſay, as when he 


roſe again from the dead on the firſt day of the week, a 
hallowed for us the New-Teſtament-Sabbath ? Did not be 
leave for us a pattern that we might follow his ſteps, as well 
when ſubject to his parents, the Carpenter, reputed the $01 
of the Carpenter, miniſtring with his own hands to his own 
neceſſities, and thoſe of the family wherein he dwelt, 2s at 
any other time? Was not he all along equally and univerfal- 
ly holy? And what is perfect can admit of no degrees, © 


more, no lels, Now, ought not we to be equally and uni. 


verſally, even perfectly holy, in all things, in all ſeaſons, 2 
eternity, as our Lord? 

If it be faid, we arc not able to be fo boly: . devout ! 
our Lord, eſpecially throughout the week, at our Work. 5 
on the Sabbath day, and particularly, when eating the Ln 


ſupper. It is  an{wered, neither i is it in our power to be as by 
mo 


| ' Of the Spiritual Songs. xvii 
ly and devout as the Lord on the Sabbath-day, or at the 
Lord's ſupper ; and who are we to limit the Holy Ghoſt! is 
it not in his power to make us as holy and devout at one time 
as another ? though indeed nothing dwelling in fleſh and blood 


can attain to the holineſs and devoutneſs of the Lord Chriſt. 


But is it really our ability, or even the power of the Holy 
Ghoſt enabling us, that is the meaſure of our duty? Is it not 
rather the law of God confirmed in the blood and example 


of our Lord? ſaying, Be perfect, as your Father in heaven 


is perfect. Thou ſhalt love the Lord thy God with all thy 
heart.” Now, does not this law, and this example, which 
was no more than the law required, bind always, and equal- 
ly, to abſolute and univerſal obedience? But no man is able 
to keep this law, and to fulfil this example of the Lord, ac- 
cording to the perfection thereof: T herefore no man lives 
but is reproved by this law of ſin and wrath: Neither is there 
any help but in Chriſt alone, the end of this law for righte- 
ouſneſs to every one that believeth. Has Chriſt then made 
void the law to believers ? God forbid ! Nay, he bath fulfil- 
led it for them in his own blood; and given it to them thus 
fulfilled, the royal law of their liberty, that they may love it, 
and acknowledge it holy, juſt, and good, and yield to him, 
their Lord, that obedience, the teſtimony of their thankful- 8 
nels, which his Spirit within them enables them to yield. So 
that, if they are daily convinced of fin and wrath-according | 
to that law, by the Spirit of their Lord, they are alſo equal- 
convinced of righteouſneſs, even the righteouſneſs of their 
Lord fulfilled for them, according to that ſame law, and by 
that ſame Spirit, Thus they have their acquittal and final 
diſcharge written at the foot of their bill, ſo to ſpeak, writ- 
ten in the blood of the Lamb, and miniſtred from day to day 
by the Spirit, in the court of their conſcience, as an extract 
faithful and true of what is regiſtred from everlaſting to e- 
verlaſting in the court of heaven, and in the heart of God, 
according to his own unchangeable purpole, which he bath 5 
prrpoſed 1 an himſelf. 
Hence it comes to paſs, that, though they be continvally 
inning, they are alſo continually believing, continually re- 
penting, 0 nl praying, continually forgiven, continv- 
ay | ovIng, contingally obeying, and continvally aſpiring af- 
——— ter 
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ter perfection; yet continually coming ſhort of the mark, be- 
ing only perfect in their Lord, from whom allo all their fruit 
is found, not for their acceptance, but to the praiſe of his 
grace who hath made them accepted, not in themſelves, but 
in his own Beloved. —What is perfection of obedience, but 
to do the very thing, in the very ſeaſon, manner, and ſpirit 
commanded? Thus the Lord obeyed to the death for his 
church, Thus they are called to follow him in love with 
their whole heart: It is the heart he requires: it is equal 
what the ſervice be, whether plowing, or praiſing, (both are 
duties, and they do not interfere, more than breathing in- 
terferes with living) if you do whatſoever you do in faith, 
you are holding fellowſhip therein with him in his love, 
through the Holy Spirit. As on the other hand, without 
faith it is impoſſible to pleaſe God. Thus the carnal mind is 
enmity againſt God; ſo is every thought, word, and deed: 
thus the plowing and praying of the wicked are both equally 
ſin; as the fountain, ſo the ſtreams, as the tree, ſo the fruits: 
as the mind is not ſabject to the law of God, neither indeed 


can be, ſo neither can any thing proceeding from ſuch a mind 


be; as water can ariſe no higher than its own ſource. 

Now if any perſon ſtill ſay, we are not obliged equally and 
unjverfally at all times to be holy and devout ; then weaken- 
ing the obligation of the law, you weaken alfo the righteoul- 
neſs of Chriſt, and take away the uſe thereof, at leaſt in part, 
and if in part, then in whole; for it cannot be halved : you 
reſtrain the working of the Spirit of God in thoſe peculiar 
energies and operations of his upon the ſpirits of the ſaints, 
namely, faith, repentance, prayer, praiſe, joy before God 
through the atonement, meekneſs, humility, and every other 
connected grace: for if I be leſs bound to be holy at one 
time tan another, then, though I fail, I am leſs bound to 
believe, repent, pray, &c. as being leſs guilty; 

 Laſily, If people will never have done pleading. againſt 


Scripture their own dreams and imaginations, for ſome ex- 


traordinary kind of holineſs and devotion required in particu- 
lar occaſions, and things, as the Lord's ſupper; let them 
conſider, that under a pretence of exalting one or two of the 
ways of God, in the pride of their zeal for ſuperſtition and 
will- -worſhip, they-caſt down all the reſt of his precepts and 

appoint: 
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appointments, to the level of what they call more ordinary 
and leſs folemn. What a flood-gate opened to a full tide of 
licentiouſneſs have we here! for, if a man be but moſt ex- 
traordinarily holy, devout and ſolemn once or twice a year, on 
2 communion Sabbath, or were it even once a week, a more 
ordinary portion, even a very moderate pittance or pretence 
of holineſs, devotion, ſolemnity, may ſerve him between 
hands! I ſay pretence to holineſs, &c. for he is out of the 
ſphere of reality and truth altogether. TT. 

Has this their doctrine had no effect? let the practice of 
the multitude about their ſacramental occaſions, compared 
with their practice upon all other occaſions, tell. Is it poſ- 
ſible they can be Chriſtians who hold ſach principles ? prin- 
ciples which hold ſuch concluſions, like ſo many deadly fer- 
pents in their boſoms ? will they go to the law of Moſes, 
and lecture us from thence about the holy ground at the burn- 
ing buſh ? about the holineſs of the tabernacle, Prieſts gar- 
ments, meats, days, the temple, and all the temple-fervice and 
ceremonies ? that would be to deny that Jeſus is come in the 
fleſh; and that he hath aboliſhed the ſhadows by bringing in 
the true light; that would be to take part with the Jews who 
crucified him; that would be to reject the Holy Ghoſt who 
hath given us the ſubſtance and truth of all thoſe figures 
which have no glory now, by reaſon of that glory which ex- 
celleth ; the holineſs of thoſe things having been only relative, 
the reality and truth whereof was Chriſt and his things. 
Oh friends! do not any more ſtrike at the perfection of the 
aw of God, now fulfilled in the blood of his Son, by an im- 
plicit denial of its perfection, by your making diſtinctions in 
holineſs, ſolemnity, and devotion, where God has made no 
difference: or, if you will ſtill plead your own way, in God's 
name we adjure you, ſhew God's authority, and the place 
where he hath ſaid in all the New Teſtament, that we may 
be leſs ſolemn, holy, and devout upon one occaſion, than a- 
nother, or any thing to the ſame purpoſe, implying that we 
ae not required to be equally univerſally perfectly holy, ſo- 
lemn, devout in all times, things, places, whatſoever, with- 
out exception, or diſtinction ; even holy as God himſelf is ho- 
ly, with whom is no variableneſs or ſhadow of turning. 


As you inſiſt moſt upon the Lord's ſupper, let that one in- 
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x Of the Spiritual Songs. 
ſtance ſerve for all; try how you will diſentangle yourſelf 
from the natural perplexities that involve you and your opini- 


ons there: will you allow yourſelf calmly to conſider, what 


anſwer you ought to give when you are aſked, Wherein does 
this ſame extraordinary holineſs in the Lord's ſupper which 


you plead for, above all other holineſs of Chriſt's inſtitutions, 
conſiſt? Is it in the words of the inſtitution ? They are ſimple 


and plain, as any of all the precepts of the Lord; Do this 
in remembrance of me.” And is it for you to eke them 
out, and add to his words ? Is it in the immediate preſence of 


the ſigns, bread and wine? But what do the ſigns, bread and 


wine, profit? Are they really tranfubſtantiated, and become 
God? that you will not ſay. What profits then? is it not 
the Spirit and the life ? even the repreſented Lord, the altar 
which ſanctifies the gift? who was dead, and is alive? Is not 


he always immediately preſent? and what can the preſence of 


a creature add to the ſolemnity of the Lord's preſence, whoſe 
preſence dwells within thee, whereſoever thou art, O believ- 


er, for ever and ever? Know ye not, that Chriſt is in you 


except you be reprobates?” if any man have not the Spirit of 


Chriſt, he is none of his.—Are not ye the temples of the liv- 
ing God? living ſtones? built by the Spirit upon the living 


foundation ? branches in the true vine ? Sheep that hear the 


good Shepherd? Kings and prieſts to God ? his ſervants, re- 


deemed by his blood? his children, begotten by his Spirit! 
eſpouſed to him? one body with him? one Spirit with him? 
joined to the Lord, every one of you members of his body, 


Who is the head of you and of all principality and power! 
Behold, he cometh with clouds to take you to his joy! when 
is the time then? where the work? what the converſation, 


wherein you ought not to be looking out with earneſt ex- 


pectation for his appearing ? ſober and watchful, with your 


loins girt, and your lamps burning? remember, he hath ſaid, 
Be ye holy in all manner of converſation ; for I am Holy faith 


the Lord. And again, Glority God in your bodies and ſpirits 


which are God's. And whether ye eat, or drink, or whatſo- 
ever you do, do all to the glory of God; heartily as to the 
Lord: not ſlothful in buſineſs, but fervent in fpirit, ſerving 
the Lord, according to the ſeaſon : for ye ſerve the Lord 
Chriſt, Therefore adorn the doctrine of God your Savio"r 
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in \ all things, ſhewing all good fidelity. And let all your con- 
verſation be with grace, ſeaſoned with ſalt, good for the uſe 
of edifying, that it may miniſter grace to the hearers. You 
ſee this grace, this ſeaſoning, this ſalt, are to be equally and 
univerſally ſpread over the whole Chriſtian life, 

Now to conclude, as we began againſt profane, and for 
Spiritual Songs; Where is the edification ? where the ſeaſon- 
ing with ſalt? where the grace miniſtered i in a profane ſong ? 
a profane work? or any thing that is not a ſacrifice of thankſ- 
giving, a hymn of praiſe to God, miniſtered through the Spi- 


rit, in the name of Chriſt the Lord? O men! how have ye 


made of none effect the commandments of God by your tra- 
ditions? this is for a lamentation ! and ſhall be for a lamenta- 
tion! 

But let the children of joy be joyful in their Cod. Gather 
yourſelves at the ſound of his trumpet! preſs around his ſtand- 
ard! behold it waving upon the walls! throw yourſelves in 
the breach! ſtem the torrent! ſtop up the ways of wicked- 


neſs! condemn the works of darkneſs by your chaſte behavi- 


our in the light! ſtand faſt ! play the hero! glory in the 
croſs! bold, undaunted, avowed, live ye; die ye by the 
croſs ! and live for ever, O kings and prieſts to God ; live with 
your Lord, and reign on thrones appointed you of your Fa- 
ther, wearing crowns of glory and immortal joy! ſing praiſe!

1 it not furprizing at this day, when all honeſt freedom of 15 


inquiry is beginning to be ſo much indulged, that thoſe 
raſt mountains of rubbiſh, which whole legions of commenta - 


tors have been heaping for ages upon the Pſalms, are till ſut- 
fered to lie almoſt unmoleſted, untouched ? for what though 
ſome one, happily, may have diſcovered, aſſayed, and laid 
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open the golden vein of truth which runs through that pre- 


cious portion of the book of God ; where have they been 


found who have purſued the tract, and wronght the mine? 
or, if ſome have actually begun to put their hands to the 


work, in what a ſhy reſerved partial hidden manner have they 
proceeded ? that we may ſtill ſay, where are they? who are 
they ? as if they had been ſtealing away, rather than boldly 


avonching the cauſe of truth. 

How much the cauſe of truth, to the hurting of many 
ſouls, hath ſuffered by wreſting that particular book of di- 
vine inſpiration, may appear from a compariſon of the com- 


mon ſtream of commentators with the words of the Holy 


Ghoſt; who hath certified us, that no prophecy of the Scrip- 


ture is of any private interpretation. For the prophecy came 


not in old time, or at any time, as the margin reads, by the 


will of man: but holy men of God ſpake as they were moved 
by the Holy Ghoſt. Now where has the Holy Ghoſt, in the 


Whole public interpretation of the Old Teſtament writings 
by the Apoſtles, given any one hint for applying any one of 
the Pſalms, or any one part of a Pſalm, to David? or any 
one of the penmen, concerning whom we hear ſo much, who- 
ſoever they were? Is not a dead ſilence obſerved on this head 


throughout the whole New Teſtament ? A ſhrewd hint, that, 
whoever was employed, the Holy Ghoſt had no hand in any 
ſuch applications. For he hath ſaid to the churches, con- 
cerning the ſalvation which the Apoſtles preached, that the 
Prophets enquired and ſearched diligently, who propheſied of 
the grace that fhould come unto you: ſearching what, or 
what manner of time the Spirit of Chriſt which was in them 


did ſignifie, when it teſtified before-hand the ſufferings of 


Chriſt, and the glory that ſhould follow. Unto whom it 


was revealed, that not unto themſelves, but unto us they 
did miniſter the things which are now reported unto you, 
by them that have preached the goſpel unto you, with the 


Holy Ghoſt ſeat down from heaven; which things the an- 


gels deſire to look into. Agreeably to all this, David had 


ſaid, by the ſame Spirit in his laſt words, the Spirit of the 
Lord ſpake by me, and his word was in my tongue. And 
the Lord ſaid to the Jews, Search the Scriptures, for in 


them ye think ye have eternal life; and theſe are they which 


teſtify 
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teſtify of me. It was the Scriptures of the Old Teſtament 
to which they were referred; and this teacheth us, that Chriſt 
is the great and principal ſubject of them; and that our moſt 
painful ſtudy and learned reſearches are to no profit as to 
eternal life, and conſequently, to nothing at all, if we can- 
not diſcern God teſtifying of his own Son, our Lord Jeſus 
Chriſt, in them. As in that place, he refers to the Scriptures 
in general, ſo, when going to accompliſh his obedience in his 
death at Jeruſalem, he tells his diſciples expreſsly of the mat- 
ter, pointing to the Pſalms in particular, ſaying, The things 
which are written in the Prophets and in the Pſalms concern- 
ing me have an end. And accordingly, in the New Teſta- 
ment we find many of the Pſalms expreſsly applied to him; 
which ſhews, as Chriſt is the great ſubject of the Scriptures 
in general, ſo in particular, and eſpecially of the Pſalms : and 
therefore we ſhould ſearch for Chriſt in them, even in them 
all, For, if no part of the Pſalms is to be explained of 
Chriſt, but what is in as many words applied to him in 
the New Teſtament, as ſome would make us think, ſo nei- 
ther is any ſuch part of the Law and the Prophets to be un- 
derſtood of Him; and ſo a great part of the Old Teſtament, 
ſpeaking of Chriſt, muſt go for nothing as to any ſaving pur- 
poſe; nay, muſt be conſidered as a blot upon the face of Je- 
ſus; for the Spirit teacheth us by truth, and not by falſe- 
hood: for, if I am reading any paſſage ſpeaking of Chriſt, and 
apply it otherways, I cannot be profited, it is impoſſible, 
whatever pious views I may have, ſeeing I rob God of his glo- 
ry, and give it to another, deceiving myſelf, and being deceiv- 
ed: now deceit can never be of God, nor for the glory of God. 
But, as we have ſeen the New Teſtament explains the 
Old, by letting us into the ſpiritual intent, truth, or mean- 
ing thereof; with this key we are warranted to open up and 
explain thoſe paſſages which are not directly mentioned in 


the New: Neither need we be afraid of any dangerous miſ- 


take, as long as we are guided by that light which ſhineth in 
the face of Jeſus. 1 . 

If then we would expreſs praiſe with knowledge, and ſing 
the Pſalms with underſtanding and grace (and there can be 
no grace without truth) in our hearts, we mult go to the A- 
poltles, who alone had the Holy Ghoſt givea them to ſearch 
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into the mind of Chriſt, and declare to the Churches thoſe 
things which God had kept ſecret from the foundation of the 
world, even the hidden things of God, wrapped up in the 
myſtery of all the prophecies, promiſes, ſigns and figures that 
had gone before, ſnewing, like the outer leaves of an unblown 
flower, that ſome better things were to come, whoſe form and 
beauty ſhould appear diſplayed to open view, in the fulneſs 
of their glory, when the proper ſeaſon appointed of God ſhould 
arrive. 
if this matter had been well attended to, we had not ſeen 
reyerend fathers, and admired doctors gravely explaining, that 
1s, perverting and deſtroying the New Teſtament by the Old, K 
caſting the vail of Moſes again upon the face of Jeſus, and I d 
hiding the glory by that which in itſelf had no glory, ſpread- WF ; 
ing night and tenfold darkneſs between us and the ſun of righ- 
_ reouſneſs, giving us ſtones for bread, ſerpents for fiſtes, the g 
letter, inſtead of the Spirit, the miniſtration of death, inſtead 
of life, the reveries of their own carnalized imaginations, in- n 
ſtead of the eternal truths and conſolations of the Holy Spi- ;; 
rit. Let the reader who is acquainted with ſuch teachers and I f. 
theit adherents judge how far they are gullty. How dange- v 
| rous are their gloſſes upon the Pſalms! 

Prudential conſiderations, perhaps, ſhould wad; one cauti- 
ouſly to enquire, if it would not be conſtrued calumny to in- 
ſinuate, that you will hardly meet with a place of public teach - 
ing in the kingdom wholly free from the groſs abuſe here 

complained of. Therefore to cut off occaſions from thoſe 
who might be diſpoſed to take them, inſtead of making irri- 
tating aſſertions, however juſtifiable in proof, let the perſon 
of lize precious faith with the Apoſtles conſider, how he 
- ought to be moved with the higheſt indignation and pity, 
when he hears a ſet of men, with their admirers, ſubſtituting 
what they call their moral virtue, ſincere obedience, good dif- 
poſitions of heart, and ſuch like names, I fay names, for in their 
ieoſe and connexion they can be nothing elſe but names, 
falſehoods, and not truth, inſtead of Jeſus Chriſt and him 
e e for the juſtification and acceptance of ſinners with 
God. They leave you at no loſs for their meaning; for, to 
pals by other devices of theirs to eſtabliſh an imperfett 1 in- 
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bliſh the torments of hell, inſtead of the glory of heaven!) 
they will read out all the paſſages in the Pſalms, where the 
righteouſneſs, integrity, and uprightneſs of Jeſus Chriſt are 
mentioned and rewarded; theſe they explain for proof and 
illoſtration of their ſenſe, namely, that our own virtuous in- 
clinations and actions are the expreſs conditions of our ob- 
taining the mercy of God and acceptance with him. So, ma- 
ny of them ate riot afhamed, nor afraid, after all that the 
witneſſes for the Lord Jeſus have advanced, broadly to ſpeak

They have different ways of phraſing and diſgnifing the 
matter; ſometimes they will tell you, that Jeſus Chriſt by his 
death laid 'a foufidation for the acceptance of your repentance 
and faith, and that he works theſe graces in you, and upon 
account of them you are accepted of God; at other times, to 
the ſame purpoſe, they will tell you, that Jeſus Chriſt pur- 
chaſed by his death the blotting out of all paſt ſcores, and 
that he gives you the Spirit to work in you the moral virtues, 
and all good works, which if you bring forth, you are juſti- 
fied and accepted in the fight of God on account of them; 
whereas, they — as well have taught you of your being 
accepted and juſtified in the fight of God, upon the account 
of an energy from hell upon your ſpirit, the one being as true 
25 the other; ſeeing there is no aceeptaſce, no juſtification 
of any perſon with God but through the blood of the Lamb 
nly, excluding, in this refpect, all out good works, as much

No matter, they go on in their way, hardy, zealous, un- 
daunted; no wonder the blind be foremoſt; for Satan hath 
blinded their eyes, and they ſee not their danger: How eiſe 
could you ſee them fet whole congregations of poor deceived 
people a-ſinging the 24th and 1 5th Pfalms, according to that 
blafphemous view they have given of that righteouſheſs 
whereby a man can aſcend into the hill of God? as if it could 
be any other but the righteouſneſs of God, eren the righte-

vell-pleaſed, becauſe he hath magnified the law and made it

people by himſelf, and then entered into the higheſt heavens 


with his own blood, their accepted Head and Forerunner, 


having obtained eternal redemption for them, who enter 
along with him in his right, in their appointed time, not by 
works of righteouſneſs which they themſelves have done, but 
by that finiſhed accepted everlaſting work of righteouſneſs 
which He, their Lord, their repreſentative hath done for them; 


whom he alſo ſanctifies throughout, in body, ſoul, and ſpirit, 


to the glory of his Father, and ſo makes meet for the inheri- 


tance purchaſed and prepared by himſelf for his ſaints in light, 


Nevertheleſs, as if it were a hainous guilt to leave any ſaying 
of the Lord unwreſted to the deſtruction of as many as ſhall 
fully imbibe the ſpirit of their doctrine, they perſevere in their 
purpoſe, and make the 18th Pſalm alſo chime into the ſame 
tune, where it is ſaid, The Lord recompenſed me according 
to my righteouſneſs, &c. ver. 19—27. which they apply to 


the good people of their own flock, as being ſimilar in their 
experience to David—Not a word here of the good Shepherd 
Who laid down his life for his ſheep! In like manner, Pſalm 


26th never fails to be ſung in the fame ſtrain, eſpecially on a 
communion occaſion, when you behove by all means to be 


put in mind of ſome earthly altar ; * I will waſh mine hands 


in innocency.” Whoſe innocency ? your own indeed ! for, 
does not the royal pſalmiſt David ſay? I will waſh mine hands 


In innocency, ſo will I encompaſs thine altar O Lord.—He had 


need to be very pure, who would adventure upon ſuch a boaſt! 


Pſalm cxviii. 19. Open to me the gates of righteouſneſs, 
This is the door, &c.” ſeldom eſcapes being preſſed into the 


ſame ſervice. If they happen upon ſuch times to drop a word 


about the righteouſneſs of Chrift, you may expect to hear it 


upheld only as a pattern to your righteouſneſs; that, as he enter- 


ed into heaven by his own perfect obedience, even ſo might you, 


by the higheſt perfection of obedience which you can attain 


to, to wit, your ſincere, though imperfe& obedience or en- 
deavours after it; which is, they ſay, your goſpel- perfection, 


and which the new covenant, with many other things which 
the Holy Ghoſt gives as little allowance for, admits of accor- 


ding to them; I fay, according to them, if fo be you will 


allow the ſcope of a whole ſermon to explain itſelf. 
The texts commonly made to ſtand on the front of ſuch 
_ | deſtroying 
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deſtroying doctrines are ſuch as theſe, all the words of the 
Lord Jeſus ſpeaking of himſelf, I delight to do thy will, O 
my God—O how love I thy law !”—Or, bearing witneſs to 
the righteouſneſs of the law which he came to fulfil; © As [live 
ſaith: the Lord, I have no pleaſure in the death of him that 
dieth, &c.—The man that doeth theſe things ſhall live by 
them.—Verily, verily, I ſay unto you, except your righte- 
ouſneſs ſhall exceed the righteouſneſs of Scribes and Phariſees, 
&c.” or ſome ſuch paſſage of a like ſpirit, where a righte- 
ouſneſs is recommended, by which a man may have entrance 
given him into the kingdom of heaven. eg ery 
As they make this righteouſneſs in their texts ſomething elſe, 
and not the very righteouſneſs of the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, it is 
evident, that all their after-talk of ſincerity, virtue, repentance, 


faith, (for faith is a name they muſt deal in too, though they 


take away the ſenſe of it, and give you one more ſuitable to 
their own ideas) goodaeſs of diſpoſition, and the like, can 
be nothing elſe but a round-about-way of bringing in au abſo- 
lute juggle, (not deſigned, it may be, by them, but at leaſt, 
by the father of lies, who makes whom he may his hard- ware- 
men to vend ſuch abominations) a mere ſhuffling, cutting, 
dealing, and playing, of a pack of unintelligible words ! 
The effect of thoſe their doctrines of vanity, where they 
take place, may be compared to the admiſſion of a great mul- 
titude of ſwine into a garden full of precious roots and flow- 
ers. So have they uſed their endeavours to root up every 
precious thing in the book of Pſalms, and indeed in the 
whole word of God; as if they had received a commiſſion 
to deal by the Scriptures as the Iſraelites did with regard to 
the land of Moab, To ſmite every fenced city, and every 
choice city, and to fell every good tree, and to ſtop all wells 
of water, and to mar every piece of good land with ſtanes.“ 
Thus they utterly. ſpoiled the Moabites. And thus the end 
of thoſe. who are poſſeſſed with ſuch a falſe ſpirit of doctrine, 
except they be again diſpoſſeſſed, may be repreſented by thoſe 
three thouſand who ran from the Gadarene-mountains violent 
Iy down a ſteep place, and were all chocked in the ſea. 
They who have conſcience for it, may call ſuch ones Chri- 
Pans, if they pleaſe, and then, when they have don fo, en- 
6c2v097 to ſanétity Satan by calling him Saiut. But Saints 
2 indeed 
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indeed will de well to conſider thoſe words of their Lord, as 


they ſtand in their own connection, Every plant which my 
heavenly Father hath not planted ſhall be rooted up.” 

Theſe are the men who are for ever filling your ears with 
ſomething or other about philoſophers, Tully, Seneca, So- 
crates, the divine Plato, as they call that ather whom the de- 


vil at Delphos is ſaid to have deified, honeſt heathens, the 


wonderful things the light of nature teaches you, the moral 
ſenſe, the beautiful, the ſublime, the decent, the fair, the 
handſome. and. ſometimes the Tokalon, (for they love to ſpeak 
plain!) with other ravings of the fame ſtamp. 

There is another, but in many reſpects, very different kind 
of wen, indeed, whom you will find alſo at the head of their 
thouſands and ten thouſands, who do, verily, highly, as juſt- 
ly, diſapprove of thoſe miſinterpretations of the Pſalms, and 


other ſcriptures concerning righteouſneſs, &e. juſt now men- 


tioned, yet are by no means free themſelves of ſome ſort of 


corrupt leaven ; which ſhews its malignity in them allo, but 


in a different appearance from the former. 
Obſerve them only expatiating and enlarging upon their 


darling heads of ſpiritual deſertions, hidings of God's coun- 


tenance, withdrawings of his favqur, or a ſenſe of it at times 
from his accepted dear children, doubts and fears about their 
eſtate, darkneſs concerning their iatercſt in Chriſt ; which, 


with their other kindred-topics of diſcourſe, make up no {mall 
part of their doctrine and popularity. 


J o give a taſte of this ſame leaven; after thats or the like 
words of the Lord Jeſus have come in their way, © In my 
proſperity I ſaid, I ſhall never be moved. Lord by thy favour 
thou haſt made my mountain to ſtand ſtrong : thou didſt hide 


thy face, and I was troubled.” Theſe expreſſions (the mean- 
ing whereof is not difficult to ſee, when viewed in the light of 


the Apoſtolick teſtimony) behove by all means to be compared 


and iltuftrated—with that teſtimony ? No; but with the ex- 
periences of Job, who in the day of his affliction ſaid, © 0 


that it were with me as in months paſt, when the candle of 
the Lord ſkined upon my head!“ Is the cauſe of Job's com- 
plaiat a ſecret ? but whatever he feared, doubted or complain

Thus the debtor and Mary loved much, becauſe they knew 
their Lord, their creditor, had forgiven them much, But you 
join creeds with one who daringly ſaid, © God can read the 
truth of love in thy heart towards Him, when thou canſt not 
read the truth of love in his heart towards thee,” But ſays ano- 
ther, whoſe creed is rather more ſterling, as being one whom 
God hath confirmed, and upheld for a pattern to all them 
who ſhould afterwards believe, I know in whom I have be- 


 leved, who loved me, and gave himſelf for me.” 


. Your allegation from Song iid is anſwered by theſe re- 
© marks: 


ix O the Pſalms. 


marks: for whatever the ſpouſe ſought her Lord, her Beloy- 


ed, for, it was not for clearneſs about her intereſt in his 
love; for ſhe loved him becauſe ſhe knew her intereſt in his 


love. But how abſurd is your application of this place ? is it 
poſlible for you to aſcertain your ſenſe of it? might you not 
as well, as ſome of you have done, alledged theſe words of 
the Lord in proof of your point? that the childen of God are 
ſometimes foriaken, and know not his love to them; therefore 
they cleave to him by the faith of adherence, as you ſpeak, 
while they want what you call the faith of aſſurance; and fo 
cry in their mournful moods when they are without the ſun, 
with their Lord on the croſs, © My God, my God, why haſt 


thou forſaken me?“ Dare you ſtand by this interpretation? 
ſee where it will lead you, being, if it be any thing at all in 


your way, a concluſion againſt the Son of God, that he was 
for a time without the knowledge of his intereſt in his Father's 
love. But why was he forſaken ? was it not that thoſe who 
believe on him might never be forſaken ? FEES 

Again, Haiah xlii. 3. A bruiſed reed ſhall he not break; 


and the ſmoking flax ſhall he not quench,” makes nothing 
for your purpoſe, being deſcriptive of the character of the 
Mlieſſiah, going on in the ſteadineſs of his heart, fulfilling his 


Father's counſels, upholding his own elect, and all things for 


the elects ſake, till he have called, prepared, and preſented 


them all to his Father at the reſtoration of all things, when he 
ſhall deliver up the kingdom, and wipe tears from every eye 
in the new heavens and the new earth, where the inhabitants 
ſhall not ſay they are ſick; where there ſhall be no more figh- 


ing, nor crying, nor groaning, nor curſe, So that, as far as 


a bruiſed reed and the ſmoking flax may be true emblems re- 


| preſenting the ſtate of a gracious heart, they were as true of 
Enoch, Noah, Elijah, Daniel, and the Virgin Mary, in their 


days, and all their days, equally at one time as another, from 
the firſt dawning of faith in their hearts till they finiſhed their 
courſe with joy, as of any other heart whatſoever even of the 
weakeſt believer in whom the Holy Ghoſt dwells at this day. 
So little ground is there for building your doctrine on the 
words of the Prophet. 5 | 8 3 

But if you leave the Prophets, and come to the Apoſtles; 
alledging, that even Paul cries out ſometimes ſo pitiably, Rom. 
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Of the Pſalms. xxxv 
Ni. 24. O wretched man that I am! who ſhall deliver me 
from the body of this death ?” Obſerve, he cries out alſo with 
the ſame breath in anſwer to his own.exclamation, *«* 1 thank 
God, through Jeſus Chriſt our Lord,” Which ſame empha- 
tic queſtion and anſwer are not to be underſtood of ſome par- 
ticular frames of his at particular and different times; but of 
the one even and uninterrupted echo of the heart of every one 
of thoſe who have the firſt fruits of the Spirit, groaniag within 
themſelves while in this rabernacle, Ming burdened, waiting 
for the adoption, namely, the redemption of the body, when 
they ſhall be delivered from this bondage of ccvruption into 
the glorious liberty of the children of God. 

If it be urged from Heb. ii. 15. that there we read of ſome 
weak and doubting believers who through fear of death were 
all their life-time ſubject to bondage, whom Chriſt came to 
deliver. Remark the anſwer to your laſt argument, and the 
congexion of the preſent text, and then honeſtly ſay, if the 
perſons there ſaid to have been all their life-time through fear 
of death ſubject to bondage, are not all thoſe whom the Lord 
by his death delivered from fin, death, and the power of ſa- 
tan, even all whom he ſanctified in himſelf, who are all his 
brethren, of one father, with whom he partook in fleſh and 
blood, Abraham, Samuel, and John the apoſtle, as much as 
any other perſon whatſoever of the blood of Adam, whom he 
loved and waſhed in his own blood ; having found them all in 
the fame condemnation, that he might bring them all to the 
lame abſolution and glory in himſelf. Now, how oddiy does 
your account of certain ſaints fearing death and damnation 
being in bondage, agree with the Apoſtie's account of himſelf 
and all the called of God? ©& We have not received the ſpirit 
of bondage again to fear, but we have received the Spirit of 
Adoption whereby we cry Abba, Father. We groan to have 
the earthly houſe of this tabernacle diſſolved, that we may be 
cloathed upon with our houſe from heaven; and in this we are 
always confident, knowing that while we are at home in the 
body, we are abſent from the Lord. And we wait for the 
Lord from heaven.” : 5 

Laſily, If you inſiſt upon 2 Pet. i. 10, Where believers 
are called upon to give all diligence to make their calling and 
election ſure, that therefore believers may be ignorant of their 

| | * | calling 
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calling and election; and conſequently in darknefs as to their 
intereſt in Chrilt. It is aſked of you, to whom is this calling 
and election to be made ſure, according to your ſenſe? To 
God? Abſurd! can worms of the earth have any influence 


upon the purpoſe or knowledge of God? To themſelves ? No; 


the addreſs to them came too late for that: for they were al- 


ready deſigned as Elect, and called according to the foreknow. 


ledge of God, &c. 1 Pet. i. 2. as being made partakers of 
the divine nature thrdgh the knowledge of their Lord and 
Saviour, &c. Now, if they are ſuppoſed not to know their 
own character and deſignation, the exhortation proceedin 

upon their knowledge of that character and deſignation 1 
go for nothing. To whom then are they called to ſhew their 
calling and election? even to all who may behold them; as 
the Lord ſaid to his diſciples, John xvi. You have not choſen 


me, but I have choſen you, and ordained you, that ye ſhould 
g0 and bring forth fruit, and that your fruit ſhould remain 


Herein js my Father plorified that ye bear much fruit, ſo ſhall 
ye be, that is, approve yourſelves to be, my diſciples. And 
again, the foundation of God ſtandeth ſure, having this ſeal, 
the Lord knoweth them who are his. And, let every one 
that nameth the name of Jeſus depart from iniquity, I know 


my ſheep, and am known of them, and they know my voice, 
and they follow me. Shew your faith by your works: a: 
Jour charity by your alms-giving. Make your calling and e. 


lection ſure. Prove them, manifeſt them ſure. Let the Spi. 
Tit of life within you have free ſcope in the direction of your 
life and motions ; that it may appear you were not ſealed to 
the day of redemption for nothing. Thus a man is declared 
juſt by his works, even as God himſelf is juſtified, or declar- 


ed juſt in his works. Thus children, ſervants, wives, ſub- 


jects, ſoldiers, make ſure their loyalty and love by their obedi- 


_ ence according to the relation, election and calling, as we 


may expreſs it, of their ſeveral reſpective ſtates. Thus good 
Fruit makes ſure the goodneſs of the mother-tree. Thus Iſaac 
made it ſure that the Lord was true, and Sarah barren no more. 
Thus all witneſſes of truth eſtabliſh and make ſure the fads 
which they only ſhew, and not do. So do ye make your fure 
calling and election appear, as being God's workmanſhip, 


fore 
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fore ordained that ye ſhould walk in them; as dear children 
holy and beloved, walking worthy of God to all well-pleaſing, 
as knowing your election of God. | 

Thoſe ſpoken of 1 John ii. 13. are evidently the ſame per- 
ſons conſidered in different reſpects, and not believers of dif- 
ferent ranks, or degrees in grace, as weaker and ſtronger; 
certain it is, the weakeſt of them, even in your view, are not 
deſcribed as doubting of their intereſt in Chriſt, but aſſured 

of that, in which point they are | all of them. © Thave 
not written unto you, little children, becauſe. your fins are 
not forgiven you, but becauſe they are forgiven you. I have 
not written to you, becauſe you know not the truth, but be- 
cauſe you know it, and that no lie is of the truth: for ye 
have an unction from the Holy One, and ye know all things. 
And again, hereby know we that he abideth in us by the Spi- 
rit which he hath given us. And we know that we are of 
God. And we know that the Son of God is come, and' hath 
given us an underſtanding that we may know him that is true: 
and we are in him that is true, even in his Son Jeſus Chriſt. 
This is the true God, and eternal life. Little children, keep 
yourfelves from idols. Amen. 
It is now entreated of you in the name of the Lord Jeſus 
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e, that you excuſe this freedom, and conſider the anſwers have 
as been given to your arguments, whereby your principal wea- 
e pons have been endeavoured to be wreſted out of your hands, 
i Wl that you might not for the future endeavour to abuſe your-

Beware, O be- 
ware of that judaizing ſpirit of yours, leſt thereby it come to 
paſs that Chriſt profit you and your followers nothing; and 
di: you be found guilty of undoing, to all intents and purpoſes, 
we before God and man, the doctrine of Sanctification, which is 
od by the Spirit of Chriſt ; as the former ſet of men were found 
aac 709 undoing by their doctrines {which you hated) the 
rine of Juſtification, which is by the blood of Chriſt- 
& There is a third ſet of people whom it is not eafy to de- 
ure ſcribe at full length, as being a mixture of many things, but 
ip, Who ſeem to be ſtrongly characterized by their leading fea- 
be- tures in the writings of the Apoſtles, as deceiving, and bein 
r + deceived, 
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deceived, ſpoilt and ſpoiling with philoſophy and vain deceit, 
after the tradition of men, after the rudiments or elements of 
the world, and not after Chriſt; being given up to profane 
and vain babblings, and oppoſitions of ſcience falſly ſo called. 
One of theſe gentlemen will think nothing of reading you a 
text, for example, out of the 2d, 16th, or 72d pſalm; and 
then without any ceremony apply it to ſome earthly conſtituti- 
on, or eſtabliſhment of human wiſdom's deviſing, which may 
have ſtruck his fancy as a proper ſubject for him to diſplay his 


talents upon, as much (if the Holy Ghoſt, Acts ii. and xiii, 


chap. may be allowed to know his own meaning) in the ſpirit 
of the pſalm, as if you had been entertained by the performer 
with a ſtory or two out of the Fairy Tales, or with a parcel 


of Lady Mary Wortley's Letters from Conſtantinople, inſtruct- 


ing you concerning the ſeraglios, cuſtoms, and dreſſes that ob- 
tain among the Turks, e . 

This way of doing puts one in mind of that precious crea- 
ture who courted his miſtreſs. in the words of the Song of So- 


lomon, and called her the Fair Circaſſian: or that other, a 


miniſter too, who, in a letter I lately ſaw, congratulated his 
friend on his having married a wife with a portion, in the very 
language of the Lord Jeſus, ſaying, © The lines have fallen, 
&c.” How terrible is this! Were even thoſe rare divines of 
the laſt age farther gone in guilt and abſurdity, who, in all 
the long-robed gravity of their wiſdom ſolemnly burleſked the 


Pſalms, and that in the name of the Lord, after prayers read, 
and a bleſſing implored that they might be enabled ſuitably to 


apply and improve? And ſo with a vengeance they did apply 
and improve—how ſuitably, let the world judge! The 
King—The Lord's annointed—his righteouſneſs—his righte- 
ous cauſe—his glory filling the whole land—his flouriſhing 
crown—righteous ſceptre—peace of his government, &c.“ 
To whom were all thoſe elogiums from the Pſalms applied ? 
To the Lerd, of whom they were meant? No. To Da- 
vid? nor to him neither. To whom then? to whom but to 
their own good king Charles ! who with all his ſurviving ad- 


mirers behoved to be Martyr ! Confeſſor ! of bleſſed memory 


and fo forth! let his own book Etkon Ba/ilike, Royal Image, or 


form of devotions, and his own Doctor Juxon ſpeak the reſt, 


and tell the world one manner in which the Pſalms hare Be 
| abules 
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abuſed to the vileſt of purpoſes—and let all others who chooſe 


" contend in this point for the palm of impiety and down right 


jargon with Bonaventure the Monk, of whom Bennet in his 
Memorial of the Reformation ſpeaks, as having applied in' an 
abominable piece of his (rendered afterwards infallible by his 
holineſs at Rome, ſo they call their pope) every word of the 
Pſalms that ſpeaks of God the Lord, to Mary his mother. But 
thoſe who have ears to hear, let them hear, and beware of 
wreſting the Holy Word, leſt they wreſt it to their own de- 
ſtruction. 5 5 V 

| You ſee now it was not of yeſterday that the Pſalms began 
to be perverted; nor in one manner only, But to conjure, 
if it be poſſible, at leaſt to eſſay it, all thoſe dreams and de- 
luſions, puns and forgeries, upon the book of Pſalms, let it be 
ſeriouſly weighed, if it be lawful for us to give an interpretation 
of any part thereof different from, that is, contrary to what the 
Holy Ghoſt hath given. Would not you plainly fay that the man 
openly blaſphemed, who ſhould give another interpretation of 
the parables of the Sower and Seeds, of the Wheat and Tares, 
than the Lord hath given? And why, pray, ſhould not we 
look with equal deteſtation and contempt upon the man who 
ſhould deal ſo by the Pſalms, or any other part of the holy 
Scriptures ? Here, pethaps, you will ſay, that ſome of the 
Plalms may be ſafely explained in the manner you ſpeak of, 
there is no queſtion; but would you have us to explain the 
whole of them after the ſame faſhion ? Yes indeed; the whole 
hundred and fifty; if fo be the Spirit by whom they were in- 
ſpired hath given us a key ſo to do. Make that appear, and 
the controverſy is at an end.” Amen: Here we reſt the 
Iſſne, Take your Bible then with the parallel places, and 
finiſh the proof yourſelf. You will find your profit in the 
purſuit, and the proceſs of the argument ſimple and eaſy, if 
you afford but a moderate degree of candour and attention. 
__ If, Carefully mark all the pſalms whereof you ſee any part 
applied to Chriſt in the New Teſtament, as ſpoken of him, or 
by him. Now, where any part of a pſalm is explained as ſpo- 
ken of, or in the perſon of Chriſt, ſo muſt the whole of that 
plalm, whatever ſeeming objections lie againſt it, for this ob- 
vious reaſon, that (as will appear by ocular demonſtration, if 
Jou read the places in queſtion) the whole of every ſuch pſalm

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is ſpoken in one perſon, who is himſelf frequently the conti. p 
nued ſubject of the pſalm from the beginning to the end I 
thereof ; and every thing beſides in the plalm is but a predi- b 
cate, as they ſay, or declaration of the ſame ſubject, or (which | 
does not alter the caſe) an imprecation, or a prayer, or a bleſſ- ſi 
ing, or a deſcription, or a narrative, uttered by the ſame perfon, 1 
There are indeed a few pſalins which ſeem to be in the way b 
of dialogue, or chorus; loch as the 2d, 24th, 45th, giſt, ! 
102d, 121ſt, 132d, and perhaps ſeveral others; yet, thoſe are pl 
all evidently fo full of Meſſiah the Lord, that though there be {

a metaphyſical ſubtlety, but on plain common ſenſe, level IP 
with every one's apprehenſion, who in ſuch matters knows iſ © 
but the right hand from the left.

parables, wherein the Lord himſelf is the hiſtorian. —Pfalm 
Ivii. 7. and cviii. 3. quoted of Chriſt, Rom. xv. 9, where 
harp and pſaltery are called upon to awake, and praiſe, will 


let us into the meaning of all thoſe pſalms where all ſuch in- 
ſtruments of muſic, organs, and thoſe of ten firings are in- 


troduced, with cymbals and dances into the worſhip of God; 


being deſigned in the temple ſervice, for figures to'exprets that 
ſpiritual worſhip, joy, and exultation, which are uttered in 
harmonious concert by the mouths of all the redeemed aſ- 
ſembly and church of the Firſt-born, in the power and com- 
munion of the one Spirit; which ſame dances, organs, and 
inſtruments of muſic of all kinds were never more to be em- 
ployed in ſuch ſervice, after that diſpenſation, and earthly c- 
conomy, whereof they were a part, along with the temple and 
ſacrifices, were ſet aſide and aboliſhed for ever, when the 
true temple and facrifice, even the Lord Chriſt, was come: o- 
therways, if ſuch things had been to continue in uſe among 
the churches of Chriſt, we ſhould certainly have had ſome 
precept or example left us by him, or his Apoſtles, without 
which, the uſing of them in churches muſt be as ridiculous. 
abſurdity, ſuperſtition, and will-worſhip, as if you were to 
blow trumpets at the New- moon to circumciſe yourſelf and 
your ſons after the example of Abraham to preſent yourſelf 
with all your family three times a year before the Lord at Je- 
ruſalem or, after the manner of Joſiah, and upon the ſame 
zuthority, to make a covenant with the Lord and all the peo- 
ple, according to all the words and manner found written in 
the book of the law of the Lord, by the hand of his ſervant 
Moſes ! and indeed, in this laſt particular piece of Jewiſh ſer- 
vice, you will find thouſands, and ten thouſands of your fel- 
low ſubjects, at their very hearts bloodily in earneſt to join 
you, Such perſons would do well to conſider the ſpirit of the 
Apoſtles doctrine, Gal. v. 1.——5, where we are plainly gi- 
ven to naderſtand, that if we acknowledge our obligation in 
part to bear that yoke and burden, we ace bound to the whole; 
and that the nature of that ſame acknowledged part, is like 
tne poifonous fly in the apothecary' s ointment; Chriſt ſhall 
profit us nothing; nay, Chriſt ſhall be our death, and not our 
life : for if light had not come, there had been no condemna- 
ion tor \ walking! in darkneſs. But of this by the by —

alſo Plalm cxvii. 1, in Rom. xv. 11. —Pſalm cxviti. 22, in like 


manner, Matth. xxi. 42.--And to mention no more under 
this head, Pſalm cxix, upon the true application whereof ſo 


much depends, as for ſubſtance, in many other places, ſo in 
particular, v. 139. parallel to Pſalm Ixix. 9. is brought by 


the Holy Ghoſt, who leads into all truth, unto the remem- 


brance of the diſciples, John ii. 17. as written before hand 


of the Lord, the purger of his Father's houſe, * My zeal, 


the zeal of thine houſe hath conſumed me, hath eaten me up.” 
And the very ſentence which the Lord paſſeth, Matth. vii. 23. 
upon thoſe whom he there condemns, you read verbatim, v. 
115, of this pfalm, © Depart from me ye that work iniquity,” 
So you fee this cxix Pſalm, and the Sermon upon the Mount, 
are ſpoken by the ſame Perſon: and alas! you are blind, if 


you do not fee them both running in the ſame ſtrain and ſpi- 


rit, explaining, vindicating, eſtabliſhing the law in that very 
ſenſe in which he alone who is perfect as his Father is per- 


fect, fulfilled it in his heart, in his life, in his death, accord- 
ing to the perfection of Jehovah's felf, Rejoice O Believer! 
hefe few examples, out of fifty others equally clear, which 
might have been brought, may ſuffice by way of a hint, which 
every one may purſue at pleaſure, for the illuſtration of the 


firſt rule. Which brings us to what is equally plain and con- 
cluſive, | „ „ | | 
A 2d Rule of interpretation, namely, 'That wherever you 


meet with a pſalm that is not directly applied itſelf to Chriſt, 


yet if it have any part of it evidently parallel to any part of an- 
other pſalm which is fo applied, you muſt apply them both 


_ alike; becauſe of the ſameneſs of the perfon and ſubject, as 
argued above: according to that mathematical axiom, If two 


things are equal to one third thing, they are equal to one ano- 
ther. Thus, for illuſtration of this remark, if you allow pfalm 
xl. to be ſpoken in the. perſon of Chriſt, you cannot deny but 

the Ixx. (which is only a repetition with little variation of the 
five laſt verſes of the xl.) muſt of neceflity be explained in the 
ſame way; not of David, but of his Lord. In this view, pſalm 
cviii. where Chriſt's ſpiritual dominion over his church, ga- 
thered out of all nations, tongues, kindreds, and languages, 
is deſcribed in ſuch terms as ſeemed good to the Holy os

will fix the meaning of pſam Ix, where alſo, Moab, Edom, 
and Philiſtia are introduced with Judah and Iſrael, as ſubject- 
ed, owning, and triumphing in their {ubjcetion to their own 


eternal King. So alſo, pſalm 2d, 2oth, 21ſt, 24th, 61ſt, 


-2d, 89th, 149th, aſcertain the meaning of many others, as 
of one another; where the King and his acts are praifed, ac- 
cording to the quotation from pſalm ii. by the Apoſtles, Acts 
iv. 25. Pſalm xxiv. where the aſcenſion of the cternal King, 
having received the exaltation and dominion over all, for his o- 


bedience to the death, is celebrated, under the character of a 
perfect man, according to the law, aſcepding into the hill of 


God, from whence he ſhould never be moved, this Pfalm, I ſay, 
will vouch for pſalm xv. where the ſame character and reward 
are deſcribed. To call any mere mortal the eternal King, 


would be an iniquity to be punithed by the judge. And what 


better is it to tear from him his character for which he receiv- 


ed the glory, and give it to another? will he give his glory 


to another? his praiſe to graven images? conſider this, ye 
who have aſcribed the perfection of righteouſneſs deſcribed in 
thoſe Pſalms to ſinful worms. Pſalm xxii. and cxvi. where 


the Lord ſays, I will pay my vows in the preſence of the 
people, in the midſt of the congregation, &c.” do evidently _ 


ſhew who is the ſpeaker in all thoſe Pſalms where ſuch expreſ- 


ſions are uſed, What light will this obſervation ſpread upon 
many Pſalms ? and upon many hearts? on pſalm Ixv. 1. for 


one example, *© Praiſe waits for thee, O Lord, in Zion—O 
thou that heareſt prayer unto thee ſhall all fleſh come.“ — 
Why? © Unto thee ſhall the vow be performed.” What vow? 
Even his vow, who ſaid, © I come to do thy will, O God.” 
And Mine iniquites have taken hold upon me,” pfalm 
x], 11. as here, iniquities prevail againſt me.” He charges 
himſelf alone with the iniquities and ſufferings for them; but

{criptural notion of ſome kind of covenant, vow, engagement, 
bargain, abligation, which people are ſaid to be making, or 
renewing with their Lord in the eating of his ſupper ? how 
can they maintain this their doctrine, and deny the unbloody 
ſacrifice of the Maſs? for if the commemorating, or keeping 


In remembrance of a fulfilled covenant or vow, be a renewing 
or making of a covenant, or vow, the papiſts will rid their 
feet as well as they, when they come to give an account of 


their propitiatory ſacrifice of the Maſs for the dead and for the 
living.

Has not your ſpirit burnt within you, Chriſtian, with ve- 


ry indignation, vexation and ſhame, when you have been 


told, with the ſymbols of your Lord's body and blood in your

my friends, eſpecially on the back of this great ſolemnity ! 
have you got any ſoul-good, you will be ready to ſay with 
David on his deliverance, I will bleſs the Lord as long as!

why pay thy vows, David? Let David ſay in his own word,

low to me? Have we need to have our eyes drawn away from * 
the atonement ? to have David preached to us inſtead of Chriſt, 
from ſuch a text? take away the croſs of Chriſt, that alone 
pillar of confidence, from any place of the book of God, 
where the Holy Ghoſt has made it to ſtand forth in its glory, 


what you will in the room thereof, though you ſhould ſhew 
us all in heaven and earth beſides, you do no more than if 
you ſhould fay, ** Behold the tower of Babel! or, the image 
of the great goddeſs Diana! worſhip them! and glory in your 
gods!” Might not a Jew, ſhould he happen to be preſent, 
hearing ſuch an harangye from the cxvi Pſalm, delivered by a 
man of elocution, cry out in raptures, an admirable ſermon! 
you have no more to do but ſubſtitute David, or ſuch like in 
the place of Chriſt, and you are the very man of their heart. 
Should it be ſo with Chriſtians too? would not the congre- 
gation have been more edified if the miniſter had followed 
Philip's example, and begun at the ſame place and preached 
to them Jeſus ? putting them in remembrance, how he had 
payed his vows, made the covenant good, and the peace with 
God in his own blood, that they might rejoice in him, and 
not in themſelves; in his vows, and not in their own ? Say 
not, the doctrine of thankſgiving is hereby denied: no; it is 
eſtabliſhed 3 in the croſs of Chriſt, and in the power of his Spi- 
rit.—For an appendix to this ſecond rule, it may be added, 

34ly, That whatever pſalm has a part of it parallel to any 
paſſage in the Law or the Prophets, evidently pointing to the 
Meſſiah, or the ſpiritval things of his kingdom, muſt be ow: 
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ed the ſame kind of ſenſe. Thus, pſalm Ixv. 9. to the end, 
and ſuch others, will be eaſily and ſafely ade daes by ſuch 
paſſages as compare the kingdom of heaven to ſeed ſown, and 
producing a plentiful harveſt, being bleſſed and watered from 
heaven, till at length the year is crowned with the goodneſs of 
the Lord. The whole prophecies of Iſaiah are full of ſpiritual 

things repreſented by earthly reſemblances of the ſame kind, 


where the context determines the ſenfe, and ſhews what we 


are to underſtand by fruitful fields, rivers of water, ſtreams in 
the defart, ſhowers of rain, clean grain, pure provender, fo- 
reſts clapping their hands, hills ſinging, cattle rejoicing, &c. 

Acts ii, 18, 
One might argue ſtrongly, 
4thly, For the confirmation of this doctrine, een the ma- 
nifeſt impiety and abſurdity (as would appear from the face of 
the whole Word of God) of applying numberleſs paſſages in 
the Pſalms to David, or any man whom God ever created, ex- 
cept the man Chriſt Jeſus alone, though there had been no di- 
rect, nor indirect application of them to him beſides the gene- 
neral tenor of the Scriptures, which is the only analogy of 
faith or form of ſound words which the church of Chriſt can 
allow. What mere creature that ever dwelt in fleſh and blood 
could lift up its mouth; and ſay to Jehovah, glorying in itſelf 
and its own deſerts, © Judge me, and try me Examine heart 


and reins, O God Preſerve me, becauſe I am holy Thou 


wilt prolong my life from generation to generation—Let them 
| ſhout for joy who love my righteouſneſs - The world is diſ- 


ſolved; - but I hold up the pillars thereof ?” How do theſe 


things agree to any but the holy One of God, of whoſe years 
there (hall be no end ? Who upholdeth all things by the word 
of his power ? Who obtained through his own righteouſneſs 
power over all fleſh, that he might give eternal life to as many 


as the Father hath given him? If with this key we open the 


1ſt and 119th pſalms, we will be admitted into the ſecrets of 
a perfect heart; and behold our Lord made under the law, 
exerciſed, panting and wreſtling under the curſe, till at length, 
through his own obedience, he atrain to the everlaſting oy, 
his own due reward, which he gives to his people who rejoice 


and delight with him in all the perfection of the law only as 


fulfilled in his blood. |

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To purſue this i important point through all the variety of 


examples which might be adduced, till they amounted to a 
full and particular proof with regard to every ſingle plalm, 

would make a conſiderable volume of itfelf : And good ſervice 
it would be for any one who had time and ability equal to the 
taſk; that there might remain no ſhadow of heſitation, where 
the ſcriptures, were ſpiritual things compared with ſpiritual, 
would appear to ſpeak ſo plain. 

Thoſe directing paſſages in the Pſalms may be conſidered as 
ſo many erected poles in the corners of a high-way, aſcertain- 
ing, not only that thoſe remarkable places where they ſtand are 
in the courſe thereof, but alſo all the intermediate ſpaces from 
one to another. — So that, it is apprehended, the whole num- : 
ber of the pſalms are compriſed in this ſcheme of interpreta- 
tion. For we have no other direction left us whereby we 


may interpret them; ſeeing it is manifeſt, there is not a 


pſalm, or portion of a pſalm, applied in the whole New Teſ- 
tament as expreſſive of David's ſtate, but all of Chriſt's, who 
is the way, the truth, and the life: ſo that, if we expound 
any thing ih the pſalms, of David, we do it without his leave 
who hath the keys of the houſe of David. It would not, per- 
haps, be much beyond the fact, if it were affirmed, that there 
are more references to the oſalms as ſpeaking of Chriſt, than to 
the whole writings of Moſes and the Prophets taken together. 

How careful are the Apoſtles to caution their hearers to be- 
ware of thinking of David at all as the perſon ſpoken of in the 
plalms ! ! ſee Acts ii. and Acts xiii, The manner of their quo- 
tations is alſo remarkable, having foreſeen, through the Spi- 
rit, no doubt, the abuſe that was to happen of that book. 
Thus they fay, David being a prophet ſayeth, David in Spi- 
rit ſayeth, God faith in David, Chriſt faith in David, The 
Holy Ghoſt faith by the mouth of David ; but more frequent- 
ly when any quotation is brought from the pſalms, David is 


not mentioned at all; but only Chriſt ſpeaking in David: 


thus, © Chriſt ſaith when he cometh into the world—It is 
written, Iwill confeſs to thee among the nations—1 believed, 
therefore have I ſpoken.”

Anſ. If you allow the text to be inſpired; Is it to be imagi- 
ned the Holy Spirit would inſpire mea to utter their own' ex- 
periences, and never once give the leaſt hint of the matter in 
all the New-Teſtament-revelation, where alone we are com- 
manded to look for the interpretation of all the foregoing in- 
ſpirations? But waving this, and alſo that controverſy, whe- 
ther the title be indeed a part of the text, and not rather, 
like the dates of ſome of the Epiſtles, only a note perhaps of 
ſome ancient commentator; it is alledged, that the title, how- 
eyer true and expreſs, can never in more or leſs determine the 
ſenſe of the pſalm to the occurrences therein mentioned, 
more than the date of a letter can determine the ſenſe of the 
contents. That the ſeeming, or even real occaſion of an an- 
cient prophetic writing is no mark at all to direct the in- 
terpretation to that occurrence, but rather quite the reverſe, 
will appear from Ja. vii. If you ponder well the occaſion and 
circumſtances, never occaſion ſeemed to bid fairer for deter- 
mining the whole of the Prophet's meſſage to itſelf, and pre- 
ſent things; yet then and there, on an occaſion locking 
quite the other way (were human wiſdom the judge) and in 
the midſt of a very mingled unlikely-like aſſemblage of things, 
was uttered that ever-memorable prophecy ſaid to be fulfilled 
when Jeſus was born of Mary the virgin—Fix the meaning 
to a ſon of Iſaiah's, and you mock the Holy Spirit, who tells 
us, Mat. i. 21. nothing of Iſaiah's ſon, but of Chriſt, when 
be explains the prophecy. If you ſay Iſaiah's child, in bis con- 
ception, birth, and infancy, was a type of Chriſt, and that 
the prophecy was literally fulfilled in him, the type, being 
applicable only in a very remote and figurative way to the 
Meſſiah; it is enquired of you, How could Shear- Jaſhub, 
or any ſon afterwards born to Iſaiah of the propheteſs, be a 
figure, in his conception, birth, infancy, of One who was 
to be born of a Virgin, through the 1 of the Higheſt 
overſhadowing, . 

The truth is, the carnal people were always blinded, but 


never enlightened by the times and occaſions wherein the pro- 


7 were uttered: ſo that the time and occaſion (as might 
be made appear by a bundred inſtances) is fo far from being

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a guide to find out the meaning of the pſalm or prophecy, 
that if we follow them, they will land us into the very midſt 


of falſchood: and we will find ourſelves in ſuch a ſituation, 


as the Aſſyrians, who ſeeking the prophet, found themfelye; 
in the midſt of the ſtreets of Samaria, Would to God we 
may all eſcape as well ! It was not Ifaiah's propheſies alone 
that blinded, ſtopped, ſtupified the eyes, the ears, the hearts 
of the people; but thoſe allo of Moſes, David, Jeremiah, and 
all as many as ſpake in the name of the Lord : therefore, if 


we have eyes to fee, ears to hear, and hearts to underſtand, 


let us ſee, hear, and underſtand the Spirit of God ſhewing 
the conſolations, tenderneſs, and meaning of his own heart, 


by the Apoſtles, that we may drink in the ſincere milk of the 


word, and grow thereby ; inſtead of ſucking at the dead

| ſent things and occaſions, to ſomething quite different from 


thoſe in hand, even as different as heavenly from earthly, 
The man would appear crazy, who ſhould affirm, that the 
Lord came down from heaven to inſtruct the world in thoſe 
things which they knew as well before as ſince ; ſuch as the 


nature of bread, water, ſowing, building, making of war, &c. 
though he applies, as the prophets had done before, all thok 
terms in the manifeſtation of his witnefs-bearing to the truth. 
But why ſeek farther for a proof and illuſtration of this point, 


than thoſe very pſalms in diſpute ? Take pſalm xvii. for an

meaning, is of no importance for us to know, were it in our 
power to ſearch it out, Perhaps they knew little more of it 
than of an affecting dream or parable, whoſe meaning, in the 
time of God's good pleaſure, was afterwards to be diſcovered 
by the interpretation. Peradventure, the Apoſtles were the 
firſt who knew it. Certainly they were in any thing of a full 
ſenſe. The Holy Ghoſt was given in vain, if the leaſt one in 
the kingdom of heaven were not to know the meaning of their 
prophecies better than the greateſt prophet of them all, whoſe 
faith and patience with their fellow-ſaints were ſuſtained by 
the proſpect of ſomething afar off, carrying their eyes beyond 
the. things which were then preſent, to the futurities which 
are now come, which they ſaw in the dark, like a light at a 
diſtance, pointing out their own habitation, that they might 
not, like bewildered, deſpairing, over-fatigued travellers, fall 
down and reſt on the ſpot where they were, before they came 
to their appointed place. When David was purſued by Saul, 
by Doeg, by Abſalom, by Shimei, when ſkuiking in rhe wil- 
derneſs like a partridge on the mountains of Iſrael, beſet y 
the Ziphites, inſulted by Nabal, hunted on every fide like a 
wild beaſt, ready to fall into every ſnare, trembling for his fa- 
ther's family, and all Iſrael whom he loved, in jeopardy eve- 
ry moment of his life, intangled in the thickeſt thorns of per- 
plexity, not knowing to-day how to eſcape to-morrow—Woas - 
it unlike God to ſnew him, and by him, all the twelve tribes, 
in the glaſs of a new revelation, on each of thoſe occaſions; 
ſome part of the ſufferings of the Meſſiah and of his glory, for 
his, and their comfort, till the deſire of their hearts ſhould 
come? In like manner, in the time of proſperity, leſt tempo- 
ral victories and deliverances ſhould be taken for the fulneſs of 
their joy, and embraced as the accompliſhment of the promi- 
ſes made to the fathers, they were ſhewed, as 2 proper anti- 
dote to ſuch earthly infections, the glories of the Meſſiah's 
reign, ſucceeding to his ſufferings. Has it not aiways been 
the way of our heavenly Father to liſp, as it were, and act the 
child with his children, ſpeaking to men, in the language of 
men, the things of God; and to every nation and people, ac- 
cording to the natural confuſion of their own language and ap- 
prehenſions; that light, and ſpirit, and heaven, might ariſe 
upon them, like the ſun out of darkneſs, by the juſt u 
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of his own decree, till the fulneſs of glory mould blaze out 

in meridian ſplendor? Hence, in the days of David, Saul, 

Doeg, Shimei, Abſalom, Goliah, dogs, bulls, lions, wolves, 

bears, ſerpents, vipers, unicorns, aſps, were pro er language 
chi 


for deſcribing traitors, and falſe brethren, chief prieſts and 

rulers of the people, ſcribes, and phariſees, Herod, Pontius, 
ſoldiers, thieves, murderers, ſlanderers, falſe witneſs, devils, 
who all ſwarmed about the bleſſed Lord to deſtroy him, and 
in him his church. 5 

If this way of interpretation is not allowed, you muſt ſay, 
the Father of our ſpirits has been but trifling with us; and 
that he only meant to ſhew us earthly things, becauſe he on- 
ly uſed, in all his revelations to us, our own earthly language, 
the only one he has given us ro underſtand. Would not this 
way of yours make the hiſtory of the fall an old wife's tale, or 
ſome thing ſillier? as if the ſerpent had been merely and lite. 
rally that animal ſo called, without any evil ſpiritimg, inform- 
ing, and actuating him; though the devil is called, in plain 
alluſion to this matter, the old crooked ſerpent. 

Laſtly upon this point; We may ſay of every thing that was 
preſent to David, the fathers, and all the prophets, though 
the revelations to them run in terms correſponding, indeed, 
to the language, and manners, and things preſent with them, 


as God ſaid to Abraham concerning Iſhmael, who was born 


after the fleſh, and not by promiſe, „This is not thy ſon; 
bur in Iſaac ſhall thy ſeed be called”—which ſeed was Chriſt. 
©bj. 3. David was a type of Chriſt ; and therefore, though 
we .do not deny but there may be ſomething of a ſpiritual 
meaning in ſome of the pſalms relating to Chriſt, yet there is 
always a true literal ſenſe which we muſt keep by,“ for out 
ſpiritual edification in Chriſt, no doubt!“ And if at any time 
they are applied to Chriſt, it is only by way of accommoda- 
tion, in a ſecondary kind of ſenſe; while the genuine, origi 
nal primary ſenſe is only true of the type, and not of the an. 
: titype. : 5 235 
Anſ. That David, being an anointed king and prophet, (as 
the prieſts alſo with all the other kings and prophets of that 
nation) had appointed him by the Lord an official part to att, 
in which ſenſe they might all, as well as he, be called the v. 
fible reprefentatives, meſſengers or officers of Chriſt, is * 
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was a type of Chriſt, ſo as to have ſtates, frames, and expe- 
fietices ſimilar to Chriſt's, which were typical of Chriſt's 
ſtates, frames, experiences, remains to be proved. Shew 
wherein David is, and wherein not a type of Chriſt ; for that 
he cannot be ſo always, is evident from Pſalm xl. where it is 


ſaid, I come to do thy will, O God; a body haſt thou prepared 


me—to wit, for a ſacrifice or ſin- offering. How did David ty- 


pically offer up himſelf a ſacrifice or ſin · offering? or what great 
er likeneſs had David to the ſufferings of Chriſt and following 


glory, than thouſands of other believers, before or ſince his 
coming in the fleſſi? They were all ordained to ſuffer with 
Chriſt in this world, and to reign with him in the next ; nay, 


not only to be as he was, in tribulation while in the body, 


but alſo to glory, triumph, and reign even in that tribulation 
itſelf : ſo that when they glory, they glory not alone in the 
joy to come, but in thoſe things alſo which concern their in- 
firmities. Are the ſaints therefore, becauſe they have all their 
adverſity and proſperity given them of God for their joy, and 
his own glory—are they therefore all types of Chriſt ? But leſt 

ou ſay we mock, were all the Old-Teſtament ſaints types of 

briſt ? How abſurd the ſuppoſition ! Why then ſingle out 
David for a type, except you tell us where it is written? It is 
not ſuppoſed you would make him a type alſo in his murder 
and adultery, though you Would do well to conſider how far 
your argument would lead you. As to that ſcheme of apply- 


ing quotations from the Old Teſtament to Chriſt only by way 


of accommodation, though all the doctors of the world were 


at it, as alas! ſome of them are, it is ſuch an outrageous in- 


ſult and burleſk put upon the Holy Gholl, that it ought not 


even to be once named among ſaints as a thing poſſible with 


God! It anhinges at one blow the whole Old Teſtament and 


the New ! It reſts the veracity of all the prophets and apoſtles, 


that is, of God, upon a m̃ere moveable ſlip-board of diſſimu- 
lation and deceit! So that, according to it, the poſpel may 
be yet but a cunningly deviſed fable ! and not the accompliſh- 
ment of the promiſes made to the fathers ! By the help of that 
ſame accommodation of yours, a ſharp wit might have taught 
the apoſtles to have eſtabliſhed their d6Arinee as the fulfilment 
of ancient prophecies, from the traditions of the elders, Elop's 

| „ | fables, 
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tables, or even Mahomet's Alcoran, had it then exiſted, by 
taking ſuitable paſſages in thoſe books, tearing them away from 
their original ſenſe and connexion, and framing them ſo as to 
expreſs another quite different meaning in the ſame words: 
which is your famous accommodation! a buſineſs ſuited only 
to the genius and abilities of that father of lies, who is ſaid to 
have ſolaced a congregation of witches, on the night before 
they were to be burnt, by preaching to them from John xiv, 
1. but be that as it will, in his temptation of the Lord, and 
in all his temptations where with he tempts people by miſre- 
preſenting the ſcriptures, he diſcovers, to thoſe who are not 
ignorant of his devices, hjs abundant ſkill and addreſs at ac- 
commodating! | . 
05 j. 4. But many parts of the Pſalms are ſuch, that it 
is impoſſible to conceive how they can be interpreted, as ſpo- 
ken of, or in the perſon of Chriſt. Anſ. This is ſuch an ob- 
jection as concludes with equal ſtrength againſt what yourſelf 
muſt allow to be the apoſtolic application; all thoſe things 
Which you ignorantly boggle at, confeſſions of fin, heavy 
complaints, prayers and ſupplications for pardon and deliver- 
ance, thanksgivings and exultations for theſe, vehement ex- 
poſtulations with God, with men, weighty imprecations up- 
on enemies, Jewiſh language and manners (and do you ſcruple 
at them in the Pſalms!) and the like, being all to be found 
B in thoſe very Pſalms inconteſtibly interpreted by the Apoſtles 
4 of Chriſt : ſo that the objection lies not againſt man, but the 
Holy Ghoſt himſelf : take Pſalms 4oth, Goth, 16th, 22d, 
89th, 35th, for inſtances. This is ſuch an obſervation as the 
whole weight of the cauſe might be made to reſt upon it, 
But to be more particular; it can be no objection againſt our 
interpretation of the Pſalms, though there may be ſome ſtrong 
_ metaphorical expreſſions, ſpirited exclamations, and, to our 
» apprehenſion, ſeveral other very ſtrange things in them which 
Ve cannot exactly ſhew the meaning of, being certain we 
have all the ſenſe or ſpirit of them ſome where in the New 
Teſtament. For the illuſtration of this point, you may con- 
| fider our true country proverb, © Every hair caſts its own 
ſhadow :“ Which remains ſtill true, though it be no eaſy af: Iſl 
fair to untwiſt the rope, and ſay, which is the particular ſha- | 
dow of every individual hair. And we are the eaſier 955 
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head when we hear the Apoſtles, Heb. ix. in general diſcour- 
ſing of the Holy of Holies, the ark of the covenant, the gol- 
den pot that had Manna, Aaron's rod that budded, the mer- 


cy Seat, &c. as ſhadows, the bodily ſubſtance whereof was 


Chriſt, and then ſaying, © Of which things we cannot now 
ſpeak particularly.” Thus, when the houle was built, there 
was the leſs need of the pattern or model; unleſs you will ſay 
that becauſe a houſe is built after ſome plan, that therefore 
we dwell in the houſe and in the plan together. Neither need 
we have inſiſted ſo much upon this point, if it had not been 


for the miſchievous conſequences following upon a miſinter- 


pretation of the Pſalms ; many things wherein, no doubt, as 


well as in all the other writings of ancient inſpiration, may be 


like the ſnuffers, pans, ſhovels, baſons, pins, loops, and tach- 
es, knops, flowers, and chapiters, and certain additions of 
thin-work over upon the altar of incenſe, which things being 
part of the tabernacle and temple, were typical; yet who but 
a madman will offer to ſhew you their correſpondent anti- 

types? you may take alſo into this account the almoſt univer- 
fal prejadice ariſing from the falie teaching of near three thou- 
{and years ſince the Pſalms were delivered to the Jewiſh church; 
from whence our tranſlators, though perhaps the moſt uncx- 
ceptionable in the world, having had David always running 
in their head, have given their whole tranſlation of the Pſalms 
a ſtrong caſt towards him. See, for cxample how they have 
called Chriſt's righteouſneſs, as in the margin, pſalm xxxv. 27. 


A righteous cauſe,” not knowing ſo well how to think of 


David's righteouſneſs in ſuch a connexion; as it is not eaſy to 
ſee how they could, without ſoftening the matter, and bring- 
ing it down the beſt way they could to fir David's caſe. But 


the moſt egregious blunder of this kind, perhaps in their 


whole work, you meet with pſalm xxiv. 6. where they make 
the Spirit to deſcribe a generation of people under that one 


ſingular peculiarly appropriated character of the only Holy One 


and Juſt, who atone aſcended by his own righteouſneſs into 
the higheſt heavens, and received the bleſſing from the Eter- 
nal, even power over all fleſh, that he might give eternal life 
to as many as the Father hath given him: © This,” ſay they, 
* is the generation of them, &c.” inſtead of This!“ or, 
„This He!” O generation of them that ſeek him, &c.;“ 
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*-This" being evidently meant of the Meſſiah's ſelf deſcribed 
in the remaining, as in the former part of the Pſalm ; while 
the generation of them that ſeek him is not ſpoken of at all, 
but only ſpoken to, and called upon, as it were, to behold 
* This perfect One, this "ag glary.” Tojuſtify this obſer- 
vation to the merely Englith reader, let him obſerve, that 
the word (is) between this and “the generation” is a ſup- 
plement of the tranſlators; as will appear by its heing print- 
ed in a different letter from the reſt; which is the mark 
whereby to know when they add any word for which there 
is none in the original, to fill up what they take to be the 
meaning, that the ſentence may run ſmooth without a break. 
But to return: though the meaning of many things in the 
pſalms may be difficult, thro' ſo many cauſes, that it is not 
eaſy to ſay preciſely what it is; nevertheleſs, where the Holy 
Ghoſt hath vouchſaved us a clear revelation of what was hid 
in the myſteries of old, let us not ſhut our eyes againſt the 
true light where it ſhineth ; but wiſely conſider that intimate 
union, jnſeparable connexion, and eternal fellowſhip ſubſiſt- 
ing between Chriſt and his church; inſomuch that they are 
called One, One Perſon, Head and Members, Spirit and Bo- 
dj; fo that their names are One. He js the Lord our righ- 
teoulneſs, and this the name wherewith(He ſhall be called, the 
Lord our righteouſneſs : He is called the Anointed, they 
are the anointed; He is the Son of God, they are the children I 
of God in Him; He is Heir of God, they are heirs of God, F 
Joigt-heirs with Chriſt; He is the ſeed of the woman, they 
are the ſeed of the woman; they are called Jacob, Iſrael, 
and David, ſo js He, Jer. xxx. . Ez. xxxiv. 23. Hol. iii. 5. g 
and elſewhere. Thus, the ſpouſe's name, intereſt, and eſtate, tl 
are ſwallowed up in thoſe of her Huſband; her debts are his k 
debts ; her friends his friends, her enemjes his enemies, and 0 
ſo in every inſtance; they are one in law, married to the 
Lord, one ſpirit, one body, no more twain but one. fleſh, He t| 
in them and they in him: this is a great myſtery, faith the MW

| | | prayer: 
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prayers for par tis and deliverances from grievous diſtreiſes, 
thankſgivings, and pleadings of righteouſneſs, appeals to ho- 
lineis, juſtice, mercy, ſaithfulneſs, truth, earneſt expoſtu- 
lations with God, bitter Jamentations, floods of tears, and. 
animated exclamations, heavy denunciations, vows ot obe- 
dience, &c. And all theſe uttercd, ſometimes. as by one, 
ſometimes as by many, in the ſingular, or plural number, all 
to the ſame meaning, according to the good pleaſure of the 
Holy Ghoſt, who hath fully aſcertained his own ſenſe through- 
out the whole ſeries of revelations taken together in ;heir own 
coherence, which to the children of God are but one context, 
whoever were his clerks or penmen—Suppolſe David not mere- 
ly an amanuenſis or penman (like all the other Prophets) but 
bimſelf the chief ſpeaker, and ſpeaker of himſelf indeed, in 


the Pſalms, and it is all a riddle, paradox, and contradicti- 


on ! a jumbled maſs of conſuſion! impiety! non! ſenſe! — 
Suppoſe it Chriſt the Lord who ſpeaks himſelf, of himelf, 
(David being oaly his prophet, ſecretary,” or writer) and of 
his church in himſelf, for could they be ſeparated but for a 
moment, he from them, or they from him, then they, nay, 
the Godhead were no more, for he has pledged his faithiul- 
nels for it, that they cannot be ſeparated: ſuppoſe it Chriſt, 
I fay, in this connection with his church, and all is plain, 
eaſy, direct truth, light, glory, and eternal joy. How could 
ſinners call his righteouſaeſs theirs, if he had not called their 
fn his fin? rend Ila. Iii. and ſuch paſſages as theſe, ** It pleaſ- 
ed God to make him fin for us who knew no tin, that we 
might be made the righteouſneis of God in him He bare our 
fins in his own body—He was made a curſe for us—ln all 
things made like to his brethren, except fin.” For though 
he had no perſonal fin, or fin which he himſelf in Bis own per- 
fon committed, yet, you ſee how he had the fins of his elect 
charged upon bim. Do you marvel then when you ſee him, 
the Holy Lamb of God, ſtanding and bearing the fin of the 
world, agonizing in every pore, and his foul tuli of that hell 
or wrath of God for fin, which would have ſwallowed up the 
whole univerſe of God be ſides, and him too in eternal ruin, 
it be had not been ſuſtained by his own eternal power and 
Godhead—Do von coaſider him ſuffering in ſuch circumſtan- 
<, 1 ſay, and marvel that he ſhould cry, © Mine iniquitics have 
taken hold upon me, I am not able to look vp—The idee 
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of my heels (or at my heels, the iniquities of thoſe who fol- 
low me, who am their Leader) do compaſs me about—My 
| bowels are full of a loathſome diſeaſe—and this I have becauſe 
of my folly and my committed ſins—O God, thou knoweſt 
my fooliſhneſs, and my ſins are not hid from thee, Pſalm 
Ixix. 5.” Thus he could fay as the kinſman Redeemer, the 


friendly ſurety, acknowledging for his own, ſtanding. good 


for, paying and diſcharging. by himſelf alone all the debts of 
his beloved friends; and yet at the ſame time maintaining his 
| Innocence, and ſaying, Pſalm xviii. 23. © I keep myſelf from 
mine iniquity,” (his darling and predominant ſin which he 
loved and obeyed, ſay you, meaning it of David); who is in 
the right, let the Lord of David judge, and us conſider. 
Alfter all, perhaps, you will ftill cry out, as if no key were 
already given, How ſhall we explain Pſalm li.? I do confeſs, 
nothing but a true knowledge and love (which are the pecu- 
liar gifts of God, and always go together,) of that vicarious 
righteouſneſs of Chriſt, to which the law beareth witneſs, and 
the Father beareth witneſs, by raiſing him again from the 


dead, and by declaring. his own faithfulneſs and juſtice in 


juſtifying the ungodly for the ſake thereof, when he gives 
them the belief or knowledge of it, will be likely to ſatisfy 
you, if you are yet unſatisfied. Therefore, before you pro- 
ceed any further in queſt of argument, conſult your own heart 
jf you are really in love with that exchange of ſin and righte- 
ouſneſs, commoaly called imputed, which the whole teſti- 
mony of God is full of; if you believe that Jeſus Chriſt was as 
really cloathed with the ſins of them that ſhall be ſaved, or 
that they became as really his own, ſo that it behoved him to 
own them, and die for them, waſhing them away in his blood, 
before he could be free of them, as that they who ſhall be ſav- 
ed, are by his Spirit cloathed with his righteouſneſs, which is 
made really theirs, ſo that upon account thereof, they are 
juſtified, accepted, ſanctified, and glorified of God, If this 
be.your faith, and love, and joy, and you are not of thoſe 


_ traitors who mean, like Judas, to diſcard the Lord Chriſt and 
his righteouſneſs out of the world, by gloſſing away the Spi- 
rit of his mediatorial work and character, it is to be hoped, 
vou will ponder what follows; namely, that the objection

this Pſalm, v. 16. as being parallel to Pſalm xl. 6. has been 
already ſhewed as an expreſs quotation of the words of the 
Lord Jeſus Chriſt, If David was the ſpeaker in the former 
part of the Pſalm, by what argument do you ſhew that he 
ceaſes to ſpeak in the 16th verſe? if you ſay, it is not the 
Lord but David who ſpeaks there, you are guilty of Annanias 
and Sapphira's crime; nay worſe, you do not mercly lie to, 
but actually do give the lie to the Holy Ghoſt. Do you con- 
ceive the Holy Ghoſt removes in the xl. pſalm, that which 
God hath no deſire to, delight or pleaſure in (even as the 
creditor hath no deſire to, delight or pleaſure in the debtor's 
bond, or renewal of his bond, but only in the payment there- 
of) and brings in that which he hath a deſire to, delight or 
pleaſure in, even the doing of the will of God by Chriſt, by 
which will, done and fulfilled by Chriſt, thoſe who are Chriſt „ 
are ſandtified, compleated, and perfected for ever ? do you 
conceive this, I fay, in Pſalm xl. and in the li. Pſalm where 
the ſame thing is removed, that the Holy Ghoſt doth bring in 


another thing which is not deſpiſed, that is deſired, delight- 
ed, and acquieſced in, even the contrite heart, and broken 


ſpirit of David? can the Spirit of God indeed amuſe us, amaze 
us, deceive us, by ſpeaking the ſame words in the ſame con- 
nexion, and yet meaning different things? were not this to 
juggle us out of all certainty whatſoever? what could a ly. 
Socinian ſophiſter do more? compare Iſaiah lvii. 1 5. and Ixvi. 
2. with Mat. iii. 17. which three paſſages, with others pa- 
rallel to, and explanative of Pſakn li. 16, 17. if you do not fee 
ſpoken of the Meſſiah, you may read your character, 2 Cor. 
iv. 3. as blind and loſt: yea verily, except you repent and 
believe the goſpel What! did it not belong to him who waſh- 
ed away all ſin, original and actual, (Rom. v. 9. to the end) 
in his own blood, to ſay, that he was conceived in, or under 
that ſin? was not he made under the law, the broken law, 
convincing of ſin and wrath? If God deſired truth in the in- 
ward part, could not he ſhew it, and righteouſneſs pure as Je- 
hovah is pure? might not he, the true paſſover and ſacrifice 
of every kind for ſin, ſay, Purge me with hyſop, the emblem- 
atic ſign in ſprinkling the blood of the atonement ? might not 
he ſay ſo, who was baptiſed with the baptiſm of Jehovah's 
wrath in his own blood, that his people might have that peace- 
1 ſpeak · 
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ſpeaking blood ſprinkled upon their conſcience? might not 
he ſay, deliver me from blood-guiltineſs, or as the margin 
reads, bloods, who gave blood for blood, even his own blood, 
the blood of God for the guilt of Adam as it relates to them, 
and all the other guilt of thoſe who are ſaved, who through 
guiltineſs had forfeited their bloods, even their lives, bodies 
and fouls, to the pains of hell for ever? Might not he ſay to 
his Father, create in mea clean heart, and renew within me a 
right ſpirit? He in whom all things were firſt reſtored ? who 
gives the clean heart, and creates the right ſpirit ? Might not 
he who, becauſe of the loſt glory, endured the wrath and re- 
ſtoreth all things, having obtained the Spirit and power, ſay, 
Reſtore to Me the Joy of thy Salvation ? and take not thy 
good Spirit from me? and cauſe the bones which thou haſt 
broken to rejoice? Might not he who received the Holy Ghoſt, 
that he might give the gifts of God to men, ſay, then will I 
teach tranſgreſfors thy way? and ſinners ſhall be converted to 
__ thee? Might not he plead for Zion, who gave himſelf for the 
price of her Redemption? Might not he plead God's good plea- 
{ure for Jeruſalem, his church, the city of the living God, 
who offered for her ranſom that which was better than bul- 
lock or ox, or any thing that had horn and hoof, (Pſalm Ixix. 
31.) even the broken heart, the contrite ſpirit, when through 
the eternal Spirit he offered himſelf a ſweet-ſmelling ſacrifice 
of peace to God ? Was it unlike the Holy Ghoſt the Advocate, 
who takes of the Father's and of the Son's and ſhews to the 
ſaints, leading them into all truth, helping their infirmities, 
making interceſſion for them according to the will of God, 
with groanings that cannot be uttered, was it unlike the Ho- 
ly Ghoſt, I iay, upon ſuch an occaſion as is ſpoken of in the 
title of that Pſalm, to repreſent to David, whoſe fin was for- 
given him, the Lord Jeſus the true ſacrifice, propitiation, and 
High Prieſt, making the atonement and interceſſion in his owl 
blood, for all his elect, and for all their fins? is not this the 
way in which the Holy Ghoſt gives his conſolations now to e- 
very particular believer, through the blood of the Lamb, 
through faith in his blood? as it is written, if any man ſin, 
we have an Advocate with the Father, even Jeſus Chriſt the 
Righteous, whoſe blood cleanſcth from all fin. And he is the 
Propitiation for our ſins, and not for vu:s only, but alſo for the 
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whole world, namely, of them who belicve on his name. Did 
th. >pirit uſe a different way in the days of David? more- 
over, bo conid David's ſacrifices of a broken and contrite 
heart or it make the ſacriſices of the people accepted? or 
hie repen nee for a private fin be the cauſe why they ſhould 
be ipared, built up, and bleſſed? for the people never ſuffered 
fo: the private fins of their kings, but only for thoſe commit- 
ted in their public character as kings, in their government; as 
for the numbering of the people, the breaking of the princes 

covenant with the Gibeonites by Saul. As for this private 
and perſonal fin of David's, the bloody ſword was entailed as 
a temporal puniſhment upon his own hovſe only, and not np- 
on the kingdom in general, which had nothing to fear from the 
ſin, nor to hope from the repentance of it, ſo as to be thrown _ 
down and rejected, or built up and accepted with their offer- 

ings, either for the one, or the other. Now judge for your- 
ſelf, whether this Pſalm be a private prayer of David's, which 
we deny, or the public interceſſion of the Meſſiah himſelf for 
his whole church, miniſtered by the Holy Ghoſt in Old Tef- 
tament ſtyle, and only written by David, and wherein David 
had only his own portion equally with Mary Magdalen and 
Noah the preacher of righteouſneſs; the Pſalm being a prayer 
of the ſame nature, ſpirit, and extent, with that other inter- 
ceſſory prayer of the Lord, John xvii. not for the conſolation 
of one only, but for the whole election of God, for whom the 
Lord having made the atonement by his blood, makes the 
prayer by his ſpirit ; which we affirm. Who is in the right, 
that day will ſhew, when the fire will conſume all but the 
True foundation, and that which is built thereupon by the 


Holy Ghoſt; > | 


As to the curſes, imprecations, and denunciations of wrath 
wherewith the pſalms abound, they can only be uttered by him 
who has alſo power and authority to bleſs : fo that the bleſſ- 
ings and the curſings in the pſalms, are by no means the feeble 
Wiſhings and wouldings of a thing cruſhed before the moth, 
like David, who is both dead and buried, and his fepulchre 
alſo with himſelf turned to duſt in its place to this day; but 
they are the utterances of him who hath all judgment com- 
mitted into his hand, of the exceeding great and eternal weight 
of glory to them who love him and his rigbteouſncſs, being 
| the 
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the called according to his purpoſe; and of the exceeding 
great and eternal weight of wrath to them who hate him and 
his righteouſneſs, being abominable, and diſobedient, and to 
every good work reprobate. To ſtrengthen this remark, it is 
obſervable, that thoſe bleſſings and curſes are always laid in 
the ballance one over againſt the other, as the ſanctions of je- 
hovah round the blood and righteouſneſs of the Lamb, in 
. whom his ſoul acquieſceth: and they are all to be found where 
the ſufferings and glory of Chriſt are unqueſtionably meant, 
as in Pſalms xl. Ixix. cix. &c. ſhewing that the whole love of 
God, or wrath of God, are centered upon every one, as their 
hearts are centered, or not centered, upon the alone object of 
his delight, the Lamb that was ſlain, but now in the midſt 
of the throne, who is the only bond and centre of union be- 
' tween God and his creatures, whether in heaven or in earth; 
to whom be glory for ever amen. He, He alone bleſſeth, and 
they are bleſled ; He curſeth, and they are curſed : if he ſay 
it, who can diſannul it? Behold he hath ſpoken to the chil- 
dren of his love, and ſaid, Come to me ye bleſſed, &c.”— 

But to the children of his wrath, he ſayeth, © Depart from 
me ye curſed, &c. . As for thoſe mine enemies, who would 


not that I ſhould reign over them, bring them hither and ſlay 


them before my face;” as it is written, Luke xix. 27. a true 
commentary upon ſuch paſſages as theſe in the pſalms, Let 
them be confounded and aſhamed that ſet themſelves againſt 
me—Pour out thine anger upon them, and let thy wrathful 
indignation take hold upon them—Let them go down alive in- 
to hell—Let ſhame cover them—Let the pit cloſe her mouth 
upon them Let them be blotted out for ever.” Theſe things 
are further explained in the New Teſtament; © The dead 
ſhall hear the voice of the Son of Man—And ſome ſhall ariſe to 
ſhame and everlaſting contempt—And theſe ſhall go away into 
everlaſting puniſhment, but the righteous into life eternal.” 
* Kiſs ye the Son. Behold the King who hath the government 
of his Father's houſe upon his ſhoulders.” Turn away your 
eyes from David, and behold the Branch of the root of Jeſſe, 
who hath the keys of death and hell, who openeth, and no 
man ſhutteth, who ſhutteth, and no man openeth. Behold 
he hath ſaid, ſaid to every creature under heaven, Bleſs, and 

curſe not.” Would you jump iato Jehovah's judgment-ſeat ?

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the Pſalms. Ixiii 
or plead for David's being there, uſurping the word out of his 
mouth? wrenching the ſword out of his hand? ſcattering the 
bolts of the Almighty's wrath ? and dealing with his arm dam- 
nation or ſalvation round the world? according to his good 
pleaſure, certainly! as people were favourers or oppoſers of 
him and his righteous cauſe ? Behold what you have done, 
when you contended for David againſt the Lord ſpeaking in 
the pſalms !—Verily ! in the ſight of God! Thoſe curſes ut- 
tered in the Pſalms, are ſo far from being an argument againſt, 
that they are an irrefragable teſtimony of God, bearing his 
own peculiar ſeal and character, proving that it is his own Son 
in perſon that ſpeaks in thoſe Pſalms. Therefore, if thou 
wouldſt not be found fighting even againſt God here alſo, you 
muſt allow that David, in all the curſes uttered in the Pſalms, 
is only the mouth of God, to whom vengeance belongeth, 
who faith, * I will recompenſe faith the Lord“ And again, 
Let them ſhout for joy who love thy ſalvation, and ſay, Let 
thy name be magnified—But let them be deſtroyed together 
who wiſh me evil—who perſecute the ſoul of thy Turtle—add- 
10g iniquity unto their iniquity, and bow down their back al- 
way—Let them be deſolate, for a reward of their ſhame, who 
ſay unto me, Aha! Aha! To ſpeak thus, was it not his pre- 
rogative alone, who was hated without a cauſe, inſulted, ſcoff- 
ed, reproached as an aſſociate with publicans and people of bad 
fame, a glutton, a wine-bibber, a raiſer of ſedition, and Sab- 


bath-breaker, a profaner of the temple, a madman, a devil 


in communion with Beelzebub, blindfolded, buffeted, ſpitted 
upon, ſcourged, crowned with thorns, cloathed with a robe 
of mockery—crucified, and blaſphemed every where, ever 
more, by the ſerpent and all the ſerpent's ſeed, in his own per- 
ſon, and in the perſons of all his members—was it not his pre- 
rogative, I ſay, to utter his Father's wrath, and execute the 
Judgment due upon the devil and all the devil's children ? 
was he not exalted? ſent he not the Holy Ghoſt of purpoſe 
to convince the world of fin, of righteouſneſs, and of judg- 
ment, becauſe the Prince of this world is judged, and caſt out 
with his children for ever, for their rebellion againſt the Son? 
Thus hath the Son declared, If I had not come and ſpoken to 
you, you had had no fin (no fin in rejecting me) but now I 
have come and ſpoken to you, and done the works which none 


other 
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other man did, you have no cloak for your ſin—TI am come 
the light into the world He that believeth on me ſhall not 
walk in darkneſs—But, this is the condemnation, that the 
light is come into the world, and men loved darknefs rather 
than the light, becauſe their deeds are evil; and therefore, 
Pſalm Ixix. 22. &c. is faid to be fulfilled, Rom. xi. 9. in the 
deſtruction of thoſe who believed not the Apoſtles teſtifying 
of Chriſt and his righteouſneſs 80 that if thou believe not 
thoſe ſame his Apoſtles, all the curſes of Jehovah's power, by 
Chriſt, and for Chriſt's fake, ſhall be even poured into thy 
ſpirit; and cternity ſhall ſhew, that it was not a fellow- worm 
you had to do with, talking or praying about the deſtiny of 
his enemies, or thoſe of the church, but Chriſt himſelf, _ 
Lord iv perſon, God over all bleſſed for ever, appearing with 
bis own blood which you trample under foot, and wherewith 
| he fantified himſelf, and with his own Spirit to which you do 
deſpite, againſt you, and as many as ſhall continue to the death 
calling God a liar, by diſcrediting his teſtimony which he hath 
given concerning his Son,—The very appearance of a curſe, 
therefore, in any Pſalm, were there no other evidence of the 
_ Plalm's being {poken by the Lord, is an infallible mark of in- 
terpretation to go by: that we may learn not to blaſpheme, 
but aſcribe to him his own prerogative, who bath power to 
caſt both ſoul and body into hell- fire. 
What a piteous thing is it to ſee Dr. Watt and others mak- 
ing palliations and apologies for the harſh Jewiſh ſpirit, as 
they call it, and unkindly genius or nature of that diſpenſation 
appearing in the curſes and imprecations nttered in the Pſalms! 
And then you are roundly adviſed by them, after their own 
method, to leap over ſuch paſſages in your devotions, as if 


vou had ſtumbled on a deadly ſnake; for this reaſon, add 
they, becauſe they are unfuitable to be uſed by us now-a-days, 
under our milder diſpenſation, which breathes nothing but love 


and gentleneſs— True! to all who rejoice in the croſs of 
Chriſt. But does the goſpel curſe the fearful and unbelieving 
leſs bitterly than the law? or, had we ever heard a word of 
the law, but for the fake of the goſpel? or of the goſpel, but 
for the ſake of the law ? are theſe two contrary the one to the 
other? or is there any curſe in Moſes, the Pſalms, the pro- 


phets, but | in as far as there is goſpel in them unbelieved? was 
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there ever any condemnation, but becauſe light was come, 
and the darkneſs comprehended it not? where is the ground, 
then, for any perſon acknowledging the New Teſtament, in 
ſinging the pſalms in churches, families, or by themſelves, 
to paſs by any paſſage, becauſe of the curſe therein ? ſeeing 
the curſes and bleſſings are both by the ſame Spirit, and e- 
qually eſſential eternal parts of the ſame plan, wherein is ma- 
nifeſted the character of God and glory of his love, guarded 
and defended by the ſanction of all his infinite power and 
wrath, whoſe name, even our God in Chriſt, (for no where 
elſe was he ever ſeen, either in creation, preſervation, or re- 
demption, but in Chriſt) is “a conſuming fire.” —He that 


would ſhew his zeal for the love and bleſſings of God, by be- 


ing againſt the wrath and the curſes, is like a man who ſhould 
pull up the hedges for the beauty and defence of the gar- 
den. It is the univerſal voice of the New Teſtament, ſpeakx- 
ing as expreſsly as ever the Old did, © That he who believ- 
eth ſhall be ſaved—That he hath life, and ſhall not come in- 
to condemnation, but that he who believeth not ſhall be 
damned—nay, is condemned already,” and (while this is his 
character that*he believeth not) he ſhall not ſee life; but the- 
wrath of God abideth upon him And, if any man love not 


the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, let him be Anathema Maranatha, So 


faith the Lord, and the Spirit to the churches: who hath 
ears to hear, let him hear. %ÜÜÄ**V 
5 4 /, And laſtly, if it be objected, That the other Pro- 
phets ſay to their prophecies, Thus ſaith the Lord,“ but 
David in the Pſalms never uſeth that form: therefore he 
ſpeaks not of the Lord, but of himſelf. „ 
Anſ. The Apoſtles have obviated this objection, by aſ- 
ſuring us, that the Lord ſpeaks, and not David, where no 


ſuch form is uſed, as in Pſalm xl. and 16. But if there were 


any thing in your objection, it would deſtroy not only the 
Inſpiration of the Pſalms, but of the whole New-Teſtament, 
wherein no ſuch form is uſed, in the manner of Moſes and the 
Prophets, by the Lord or his Apoſtles; God being in them 
all in all iſſuing out his own mandates as a King, immediate- | 
ly of himſelf. And this is a proof in comparing the Lord 
with his Prophets, who were faithful in all things as ſervants, 


that in himſelf, as in the Son over his own houſe, dwelt the 
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fulueſs of the Godhead bodily : and that the apoſtles were 


not, like the prophets, moved only at times by the Spirit of 
Chriſt, but always, and without intermiſſion ; ſo that they 


needed not ſay, Thus ſaith the Lord;” the Lord himſelf be- 


ing always perſonally, or as it were perſonally preſent by his 
Spirit, without intermiſſion, giving his own teſtimony with his 
own mouth through them: and ſo after the ſame manner, in the 
Pſalms; even as a perſon of authority, perſonally acting and pre. 
ſent, ſpeaking immediately with his own mouth, or writing with 
his own hand, ſhews himſelf by his ſpeech or writing; and 


the manner thereof. | 


Alfter all, 6%, if it be aſked, Why are we ſo zealous for 
the right interpretation of the Pfalms ? and where is the great 


harm of miſtaking the meaning of any part of the Old Teſta- 


ment, ſeeing the New is ſo full and clear about Chriſt ? 
Anſ. This zeal is ſhown for the fake of the truth, even that 


full and clear truth in the New Teſtament about Chriſt. And 


the harm of miſtaking the meaning of the Pſalms, as has been 
already made appear, lies in a great meaſure in this, that of 


however little importance thoſe miſtakes are ſuppoſed to be in 
themſelves, yet they bave been employed to hide the light, 


and eat out the ſpirit of the New Teſtament : fo that, taken 


along with thoſe errors, it turns out to be not only a dead, 
but a killing and deſtroying letter, inſtead of a miniſtration of 
life; every member thereof being, as it were, disjointed and 


broken; as, if you let an error eſcape you in the firſt figures 


of a calculation, which will cauſe the whole ſum to turn out a 


falſhood, however painfully the operations were carried on af- 


terwards; or, as the phyſicians ſay, an error in the firſt con- 
coction cannot be rectified in any after proceſs of digeſtion. 


But when the Pſalms are conſidered as ſpoken of Chriſt, or as 
Chriſt ſpeaking in them, we behold the love of God, furround- 


ed and guarded with all the terrors of his wrath, blazing forth 


in the face of Jeſus; in whom we ſee God all light, and no 
darkneſs at all, even perfectly well-pleaſed through the blood 
of the atonement ; fo that we may come boldly forward, and 
worſhip with enlarged hearts. 5 

Had our criticks and commentators laboured with equal di- 


ligence, to find out and ſhew the relation the Pſalms have to 
the New Teſtament, as they have done to edify us with the 


pen- 
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penmen, and particular occaſions and times when they were 
written, and the ſenſe which either ancient or modern Jews, 
and thoſe called primitive fathers have put upon them, the 
church might have rejoiced in their labours ; but, as they now 
ſtand forth ſo many maſkers (alas! there are few exceptions) 
of the face of Jeſus, if you have got a glimpſe of that face, how 
can you look upan thoſe who have been endeavouring to hide 
the glory thereof from your view, by caſting on the ancient 
vails—but with the greateſt thankfulneſs to him, who, com- 
manding the light to ſhine out of darkneſs, hath enlightened 
your own. mind with his glory! while at the ſame time, you 
cannot but look upon them with the ſame kind of emotion, as 
if you had ſtood in the days of Solomon in the court of the 
tomple, at the dedication thereof, beholding the offerings ac- 
cepted, and the glory of the Lord filling the whole houſe, and 
then beheld a band of drunken prieſts, running, raking, and 
ſcavenging together with might and main, all the aſhes about 
the place, with the filth and dung of the lain beaſts, and then 
throwing them all in a heap upon the altar, ſmothering the 
heavenly fire, and polluting the ſacrifices ! their deſign per- 
haps was to feed the fire with fuel, and lay on more ſacrifices 
according. to the law; but what of that, if in their madneſs 
and wine they caſt on dung ? Let God be true and every man 
a liar, If this method of interpretation hold, which allows 
only the apoſtles to give their ſenſe of the Pſalms, holding eve- 
ry other ſenſe whatſoever foreign and ſpurious, as many as hold 
it, not to ſpeak of many obvious advantages they may enjoy, 
will be delivered from two great evils; 1, That countenance | 
and authority alledged from the Pſalms to eſtabliſh a creaturely 
righteouſneſs, where the Holy Ghoſt had eſtabliſhed the ever- 
laſting righteouſneſs of God. 2dly, They will be delivered from 
that manifold kind of confuſion which has been eſtabliſhed on 
a falſe view of the Pſalms, where the Holy Ghoſt had eſtabliſh- 
ed that faith which is of his own gift and operation, which he 
defines and manifeſts where it is, the evidence, or aſſurance of 
things not ſeen, the ſubſtance of things hoped for. Where is 
this evidence, where is this ſubſtance to be found? Even in 
the hearts where they are; and no where elſe. What a gene- 
ral abſurdity, then, is that which they call a gencral faith? Is 
not the truth of God, or object of faith, one particular Work 
12 na 
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dual truth or object? Is not all faith particular ? fixed and de- 
termined to the particular individual ſubject wherein it is, how- 
ever extenſive the truth or object of belief be ? Certainly. You 


believe, and ſee, and hear, and love, and live, in yourſelf alone, 


and not in another: neither indeed can it be otherways. If 
this be ſo, is it not truly an affecting thing to ſee thoſe, whom 


in many reſpects you would incline to ſay © God ſpeed” to 
ranking themſelves under different heads and denominations ; 
maintaining on the one ſide, That juſtifying and ſaving faith 


is a perſuaſion, * That Chriſt died for you in particular, and 
that you through his blood ſhall be ſaved” —and this ſame is 
their appropriating act, whereby, they fay, Chriſt becomes 
theirs! as if the Scripture had any where ſaid ſo—as if you 
could be ſaved through the belief of any thing but what the 
Scripture hath ſaid, which is true, whether you believe it or 


not—as if a blind perſon could receive his ſight, a deaf perſon 


his hearing, a dead perſon his life, (the caſes are quite paral- 


_ Tel) by a perſuaſion that they ſaw, heard, and lived—while, 
jn oppoſition to this falſe doctrine, it is as falſely as zealouſly 
maintained on the other ſide, That a perſon may be very well 


aſſured or perſuaded of the truth of the teſtimony concerning 


Jeſus, which perſuaſion or aſſurance they compare to one end 


of an arch founded upon a rock, and yet at the ſame time re- 


main in great doubt concerning his own particular intereſt in 


Jeſus ; which latter thing they compare to the other end of the 
foreſaid arch founded upon the fand—Well, how ſhall this end 
alſo be eſtabliſhed ? By your ſelf-denied obedience, ſay they, 
by your continued ſubjection to the goſpel. How ſhall I know 


this ſame ſelf-denicd obedience, this continued ſubjection to 
the goſpel, except I know the principle from whence they pro- 
ceed? for if 1 do not bring forth my fruits to the glory of my 


own Father and God, in the name of the Lord Jeſus, as ſanctifi- 
ed, waſhed, juſtified, and by the Spirit of adoption crying Abba 
Father, I can never conclude they are proofs of my obedience 
and ſubjection to the goſpel. Theſe fruits do not flow merely 
from the relation ſubſiſting between God and me; but from that 
relation known : and the fruits are not the means whereby the 
relation is known, but acknowledged: as it is written,“ Here- 
by acknowledge we, (not know we, as it is rendered) that we 
have paſſed from death to life, becauſe we love the brethren.” 


Take 
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Take away the knowledge, the certain knowledge of my own 


perſonal relation, union, intereſt, communion with God; and 
you dry up, at the ſame time, all the ſprings of my ſelf- de- 


unleſs I love? can I love, unleſs I am loved, and know that 
0 Jam loved? Says one, Would to God, I were as certain of 
my own particular intereſt in Chriſt, as I am of the truth of 
the goſpel in general! Did that man know what he was ſay- 
ing, he would have preciſely the ſame aſſurance and certain- 
ty of his own particular intereſt in Chriſt, as of the general 
truth of the goſpel : For is it not written, Chriſt is the end 
of the law for righteouſneſs to every one that believeth. Be- 
heveth ! what? even what is there ſaid, that Chriſt is the 
end of the law. Do you know you believe or underſtand, ac- 
r cording to the teſtimony, what you call the general truth ?

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n the concluſion is as direct upon you for your own particular 


A intereſt therein : for they who believe, believe not in gene- 


ral, but in particular; even as no perſon ever ſaw the light 
in general for others, and was blind himſelf: ſo no perſon 


1 has any ground to believe there is ſalvation for others, bat 
g he has the ſame evidence it is to himſelf. And thoſe people, 
d 


who ſay they believe there is ſalvation for others, according 


to the goſpel, and ſay they doubt of their own intereſt there- 
n in, do evidently lie; they do not underſtand what they pre- 
e tend to believe: for no perſon can believe without being con- 
i ſcious or certain that he himſelf in particular believes. They 
aſk you, is aſſurance of the eſſence of faith? They might as

nial and obedience, or painful labour of love: can I obey,

to the goſpel he believes—Not that his ſins are actually for- 


given him, and that he ſhall be ſaved But that there is mercy 


and forgiveneſs with God for ſinners in general, and that he 


may be ſaved,” or ſomething to that purpoſe. Who taught 
him to ſay ſo of a believer of the goſpel ? not the Holy Ghoſt: 


for he ſays, 1 John ii. 12, I write unto you little children, 


becauſe your fins are forgiven you for his name's ſake—and 
_ verſe 21. IJ have not written to you becauſe ye know not the 
truth; but becauſe ye know it, and that no lie is of the truth, 


Says another, the father of his own ſtory, about an official 
Saviour to all mankind who ſhall be ſaved and damned, theſe 
words, 1 Cor. i. 30. ** Chriſt made to you of God wiſdom, 
righteouſneſs, &c.” are not abſolutely to be underſtood of the 
ſaints and faithful at Corinth and other places; but in a quali- 


_ fied ſenſe, Thus, he is made fo by office, if you apply to him, 


he will be made ſo; not that he is already actually made ſo; 


but he is ſo officially to all mankind ſigners indefinitely, their 


Goel, their kinſman Redeemer, and it is their own fault, &c. 
or ſomething to the ſame ſpirit. God deliver whom he will 


deliver from ſuch abominations! which are the more danger- 


ous the liker they are to the truth: even as forged money 
or bills receive all their currency from their being the more ex- 
actly counterfeited. Theſe forgeries and counterfeits of faith 


had not been mentioned in this place, but for the ſake of the 


truth, which, by their currency, is greatly ſunk and debaſed, 
If it had been poſſible, the falſehoods they maintain about 
faith and the Pſalms, &c. had been mentioned without the 


| perſons or parties who maintain them at all—and if ſome find 


themſelves more exactly deſcribed than they would wiſh—if 


the cap fit them, they are welcome to wear it—if it do not, 


there is no harm done, they are not the perſons meant—But 
as men, and ſects of men have given the ſtamp and authority 


of their reſpective names and ſets to their notions and nol- 
trums, theſe behoved to be deſcribed by ſuch ſtamps and marks 


as they were not aſhamed to give them. And he ought to be 
aſhamed, who would be aſhamed or afraid to expoſe, as far as in 


him lies, whatever is found in oppoſition to the truth of God.

Here obſerve, notwithſtanding the paragraph may appear 
ſomewhat disjointed, That though the affurance of faith and 
the aſſurance of hope be indeed moft juſtly diſtinguiſhed, as 
differing in nature one from another, yet the diſtinction and 
foundation of it which ſome men make between them is evi- 


dently weak and ridiculous, being the moſt foreign thing in 


the world from the meaning of the Holy Ghoft, who does not 
even inſinuate (as thoſe men ſay he declares) that the aſſurance 
of hope is leſs certain than the aſſurance of faith, but only 
that the aſſurance of hope regards the good thing as certainly 
to come, which the aſſurance of faith regardeth as certainly 
true: ſo that the aſſurance of faith, or the good hope through 


grace is not oppoſed to, or diſtinguiſhed from, the certainty, 


but the futurity only, of the good thing to come, which is e- 
qually the object of the hope and faith, and of the hope, be- 
cauſe firſt of the faith: ſo that the aſſurance of hope, were 
there any degrees in the caſe, is rather an advance upon te 
aſſurance of faith, than a leſſer or more uncertain thing; ſeeing, 
by the grace of faith, whatever good thing one looks upon to 
be true, by the grace of hope, with equal aſſurance, he looks 
for (if abſent) to come: ſo that whatever aſſurance there was 
in the faith, there is preciſely as much in the hope built upon 
that faith. Both the aſſurance of faith and the aſſurance of 
hope are found in the Lord Jeſus, in whom ſurely they in- 
cluded equal certainty; and from the application of them both 
to him, take the meaning of them both as exiſting by his Spi- 
rit in his followers, who have the ſame ſpirit of faith and hope 
with him, their Head and Pattern, concerning whom it is writ- 
ten that he ſaid, © I believed, and therefore have I ſpoken,” 
2 Cor. iv. 13. Behold the aſſurance of faith in him—was the 
aſſurance of his hope leſs certain? © moreover alſo, my fleſh 
ſhall reſt in hope,” Acts ii. 26. Behold the aſſurance of hope, 
om is founded as certain as God is true, in the aſſurance of 
allN, | | . 5 . 
J0o conclude, if theſe looſe hints, thrown together in the 
order in which they occurred, do not make their own apolo-

the church deſcribed as his daughter, ſiſter, and queen, the 


joyful mother of many children; explained by ſuch paſſages 
as theſe, ©* He that hath tne bride is the Bridegroom—The 
bride the Lamb's wife hath made herſelf ready—adorned as a 
virgin to meet her Lord—who preſents her as a chaſte virgin 


without ſpot or wrinkle, or any ſuch thing, before the preſence 
ol his Father with exceeding great joy.” What a lofty idea is 


this given us in the New Teſtament ! how poor and low the 


carnal ſenſe given by ſome, while they ſpeak of Solomon and 


Pharaoh's daughter, with this diſadvantage, that it is not by 
any means the meaning of the Holy Ghoſt in this place to tell 
us any thing about Solomon who married Pharaoh's daughter! 


ls it not plain, that Solomon ſignifying © Peaceable Perfect” 


is here taken for the name of the Prince of Peace the Perfect 


Captain of our Salvation? To ſay Solomon was a type of Chriſt 


in his marriages is an abſolute laugh till you have proved it. 
What! could Solomon's marrying a regiment of ſtrange wo- 
| a | men, 
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Of the Sang of Solomon, Ill 
ment, or any ſtrange woman, or ay woman, be a type more 
than any other marriage, of Chriſt's union with his church, 
except the Holy Ghoſt had told us ſo? That the Holy Ghoſt, 


in repreſenting and deſcribing this ſpiritual eternal union, 
might uſe the Janguage appropriated to that holy inſtitution of 


God, was never denied — And as Solomon's marriage, no 
doubt, was the moſt grand and glorious Iſrael ever ſaw, he 
might draw compariſons or illuſtrations from thence, to ſet 
off an infinitely greater glory and marriage, by reaſon where- 
of all other glory was glory no more. So that the admirers of 
Solomon and his earthly glory, on ſeeing the heavenly, might 
become as the queen of Sheba, when ſhe {aw the manner of 
Solomon's court in compariſon with her own. Thus the Holy 


Ghoſt raiſes the affections of his children, from carnal and va- 


niſhing, to ſpiritual and eternal things. As the Lord afterwards 
ſaid to his diſciples, Behold the lilies of the field how they grow. 
They toil nor, neither do they ſpin; and yet I ſay unto you, that 
Solomon in all his glory was not arrayed like one of theſe. If 
God therefore ſo cloath the graſs of the field, which to-day is, 
and to-morrow is caſt into the oven, how much more will he 
coath you, O ye of little faith? Even ſo here in meditating 
upon this Song, our ſpirits, if in the power of the Holy Ghoſt, 
will take wing and ſoar away above all ſublunary things to the 
higheſt heavens, and there dwell upon the raptures of redeem- 
ing love, till ſan and moon, like all the glories over which they 
erer rolled and ſhined, ſhall become but ſpots and elouds of 
darkneſs to the ſplendours of our eternal day. _ 
But that we may not appear to think of foaring without

who have teeth and ſtomach for them ; and call them, if they 
_ chooſe, apples of paradiſe. But furely ſuch kind of longing: 
after earthly things do not proceed from health, but diſeaſe, — 
That the Lord and his church are the characters in this wholly 
divine Song, has indeed been generally acknowledged, And 
it is manifeſt, they are repreſented as two human perſonages 
of the moſt abſolute perfection of beauty, holineſs, and mu- 


of whoſe perfections, beheld in the living glory of their con- 
ſummate beauty, illuſtrated and adorned with all the excel. 
lencies of the univerſe, ſtrikes the minds of the true holy de- 
vout admirers with the molt exquiſite ſenſations of delight; 
while they themſelves who behold, are changed more and 
more into the ſame glory. How different the effect of ſuch a 
_ heavenly viſion, wherein every feature in the objects of your 
holy admiration ſhines forth in the natural living expreſſion, 
proportion, and harmony of God. How different this, ſay ye 
who know, from thoſe fulſome anatomical diſſections ſent a- 


ſheba, through the twelve tribes of our Iſrael, under the no- 
tion of expoſitions of the Song! Expoſitions indeed! in as 
far as that term may ſignify expoſing of glory to ſname. To 
condeſcend upon ſuch particulars in their doings upon this 
Song, as would juſtify this cenſure, would be fairly to deſerve 
it.

neſs to them that believe—How do you know there is a 
Chriſt ?—and a law ?—Will you tell me you believe it? well, 
do not you mean you know it; and that believing is to know
